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Mounts for City 



Growing pains liave again hit 
the city ofVirginia Beach where 
it hurts the most, right in the 
middle of the municipal coffers. 

City Council is faced with 
having to build a new courtroom 
for a new Circuit Court in the 
near fiiture. Plans for such a 
building have already been ap- 
proved by the Circuit Court 
judges, and Monday Council a- 
dopted a resolution calling upon 
the 1970 Virginia General As- 
sembly to appoint a fourth full- 
time judge for the city. 

The request is based on the 
high case load for the present 
judges, 1,100 a year, as com- 
pared to the state average of 
800. Construction on a new 
building cannot begin, however, 
because the city cannot borrow 
money at present. The present 
interest rate is higher than 
allowed by the state law.

Payroll Tax 



By Readers 

It would aivear that the read- 
ers of SUN SURVEY are not 
interested in another tax being 
levied on them. They voted 
overwhelmingly against a payr 
roll tax. 

Of those who replied, 99 per 
cent said "No", to last week's 
question, "Should cities beem- 
pwoered to levy a payroll tax 
with half to be returned to the 
locality where the employee 
resides?" Only one per cent 
said "Yes." 

Several who voiced opposit- 
ion noted that they work in 
Norfolk, a strong advocate of 
such a tax. One writer said his 
family had lived in New Jersey 
where a similar tax had been 
tried with reciprocal agree- 
ments with New Jersey andCo- 
nnecticirt. "The lawyers are 
still at it," said the writer. 

Others questioned how gov- 
ernment and military personnel 
would be affected. No reason- 
able aiffiwer to that question 
has been given so far. 

Those in favor, the few that 
there were, said they only felt 
the need for a new tax source 
as a revenue producer for 
cities.

Skinner 

Nicholas Lee Skinner has 
been foond guilty of the abduc- 
tion and rape of a 16-year okt 
baby sitter in Vitiginia Beadi 
Circuit Court. The 12-man 
jury -jp««lered its ; verdict 
following nearly an hour fi^ it 
half of de^be^ation late Wed- 
nesday at the I conclusion of 
Skinner's trial | which spanned 
four days. 

The jury also recommended 
that Skinner, 21, of Weaver 
Drive, be sentenced to life im- 
prisonment on the rape con- 
viction. He could have received 
a sentence of death. The max- 
imum sentence of 20 years 
imprisfcnment was recommend- 
ed by the jury on the con- 
viction of abduction. 

In making his closing argu- 
ment to the jury. Commonweal- 
th's Attorney Andre Evans rec- 
ommended the jury give serious 
consideration to the death pen- 
alty if they believed Skinner 
was guilty of an aggravated 
crime.

Will- 
iams also testified that Skinner 
also asked him to keep his 
pistol for him. 

Skinner was arrested by Vir- 
ginia Beach Police about two 
weeks after the babysitter was 
shot and attacked. At that time 
he made a verbal statement 
admitting the attack and shoot- 
ing. 

The girl, when questioned 
about her identification of 
Skinner, said, "He's the one. 
I'm positive," 

Also offered in evidence was 
a shoe found near the scene of 
the attack which was similar to 
ones Skinner wore in his em- 
ployment. There was also a 
paper bag bearing Skinner's 
fingerprints and containing a 
partially filled liquor twttleand 
a freshly cleaned sweater which 
was traced to Skinner by dry 
cleinine tags and receipts.

Case Beset Oct. Should Be Busy

out a license, i 

Police arrested Thomas Hub- 
bell, of Jensen Beach, Fla., 
Aug. 23 on Atlantic Avenue on 
grounds that he was violating 
the city code while selling copies 
of the RichmondChronlcle along 
Atlantic Avenue. 

Hubbell was convicted in 
Municipal Court on Aug. 29 and 
fined $50. However, he failed 
to appear in court and his fine 
was paid by the Chronicle's 
publisher, Bruce Smith. 

Hie arrest and conviction 
were questioned on grounds of 
provisions of the State Code 
prohibiting a license being r^ 
quired for the printing or 
publishing of a newspaper, and 
"any municipal charter pro- 
visions to the contrary not- 
wHthstanding." The amount of 
Hubbell's fine was also ques- 
tioned as being two and a half 
times the maximum set forth 
in the City Code for any pos- 
sible violation of the law.

City Council is in for a busy 
October. On Oct. 20, police 
officials will report to Council 
on drug problems faced in the 
city. Also later this month the 
complete reorganization of city 
departments, promised for 
some time by City Manager 
Roger Scott, is expected to be 
unveiled. 

Mayor Frank Dusch suggested 
to Council that he is interested 
in seeing a committee look into 
the drug problem in the city 
at present because of the grow- 
ing concern of parents and other 
residents of the city. The police 
are working on a comprehensive 
report to present to Council. 

Scott's reorganization plan is 
e]q;>ected to create a new deiMirt- 
ment of Economic Development 
to handle tourism and industry; 
but so far details of other 
changes have been a closely 
guarded secret, and Scott has 
declined to discuss them until he 
is ready to present them to 
Council. 

In addition an actuary study 
requested by the city in light 
of FOPA requests for retire- 
ment benefit improvement for 



police and firemen, is expected 
to be finished. Council asked 
that retirement benefits for all 
city employees be considered in 
the study some months ago. 

Another study will be insti- 
tuted by the city at the recom- 
mendation of t h e Insurance co- 
mmittee. Insurance Buyer's 
Council of Baltimore will be 
paid up to $8,000 to study the 
city's Insurance, in hope of re- 
ducing the city's insurance pre- 
miunus at least by enou^ to 
pay for the study. The com- 
mittee feels this and more can 
be accomplished. 

In other actions Monday City 
Council ai^roved the extension 
of the water contract with Nor- 
folk again, this time until Dec 
31, allowing more time for the 
two cities to work out water 
and trash contracts mutually 
benefical to both cities. 

Also an ordinance was passed 
to require general contractors 
to identify their subcontractors 
for licensing purposes. The 
penalty for non-compliajice is 
revocation of the buildlntsRgf- 
mit.

The prestige of the Godwin Administration 
is also very much on the line in this election, 
and Battle has had many cl(»ed-door confer- 
ences with the Governor lately.

The Greater TldevsAer Fair 
ends its ten-day run at Pungo 
this Sunday, Oct. S, but there

Hose reach his.pre-falr 
estimate of 100,000 persons 
VKtWfi^ the front gates. 

The fair, now in its fourth 
year and its second at the 
permanent fairgrounds at the 
oUI Pungo Airfield, got off to 
a slow start for several rea- 
sons. 

First Norfolk had its own 
carnival at Industrial Park 
during the ''firs t few days of 
the fair in Virginia Beach. 
Business at Pungo picked up 
considerably Sunday after that 
one closed. 

Rose was blocked in legal 
attempts to stop the Norfolk 
carnival at the same time, al- 
though he maintained violation 
of state law and carnival 
tradition. 

The Greater Tidewater Fair 
itself was also shut down by 
legalities. The state Health 
Dept. Inspectors sought an in- 
junction because proper con- 
nections were not installed to 
two septic tanks Rose was made 
to put h) to serve the carnival 
trailers. 

Those regulations cost Rose 



about $1,500 for the ten days of 
the fair. The problem was not 
an actual one in the first place, 
according to Rose, who had to 
appear in court Monday to keep 
the show open. He produced a 
signed contract for the work, 
which was scheduled to be 
finished Monday anyway. The 
injunction was continued gen- 
erally and forgotten. 

This is not the first time Rose 
has had differences of opinion 
with authorities. He appeared 
before city Council recently 
asking that a new ordinance be 
written to cover his operation, 
since one year he was attacked 
as a circus, once as a carnival 
and once as something else. A 
new ordinance covering the 
specific fair is reportedly be- 
ii»g written now. . 

During the summer Hose tried 
to bring sports car racing to 
the fair grounds but was blocked 
by the health dept. Which said 
.permanent toilets must be In- 
stalled. Rose said this could not 
be done because of the changes 
of layout needed for each 
different event he had there. 
The sports car racing idea, 
backed by a number of local 
citizens, was dropped. 

Rose admits attendance at 
this year's fair is off, because 



of the suiverse ptd)licity he has 
received and because of the 
other carnival, but he remains 
'optimistic. 

"If the weather holds, we'll 
still make 100,600 people," he 
s%id, as he cast a glance at the 
sky. 

The layout of Uie midway is 
entirely on ttte old concrete 
runways of the airport. Rain, 
or at least a little of It, 
doesn't bother Rose too much 
for this reason.

Curry Is Way of Life in India 



It may come as a surprise 
that curry powder, short-cut to 
the aroma of spice-rich Indian 
co(Mng, isn't a 20th century 
invention of the American spice 
industry. 

It Is, without doubt, the oldest 
of commercial spice blends. 
Almost two centuries ago, sea- 
faring men who made the two- 
year voyage from New England 
to the "farthest port of iherich 
East" often brought t»ck pack- 
ets of curry powder as a won- 
rlprmpnt for the home foUcs. 

While the basic foodstuffs of ( 
India — frutts, vegetables, 
meat^ rice, grains, dairy prod- 
ucts— aren't very different from 
our own , the way they are 
cooked and spiced (generally 
"curried") gives them exotic 
aroma. To curry a food means 
to cook it in an elaborately 
spiced sauce— combinations of 
15 to 20 different spices, de- 
pending on the region and family 



preference. 

Pounding spices for the day's 
curries is a routine household 
chore in India. This crushes the 
cells and releases the aroma of 
the spices. Then these spices 
are heated thorou^ly in fat to 
"toast" the flavor. Regardless 
of the thousands of different 
curry dishes prepared in India 
daily, tfds part of the procedure 
is standard. 

Cookbooks are hardly known 
in India, nor are ovens, so most 
foods are braised, fried, or 
boiled. Bland foods such as rice, 
beans, potatoes, yogurt and 
breads are served as a contrast 
with curries. Traditional food 
habits of India are changing 
momentarily, and many former 
yegetarians, under the impact of 
modern nutrition knowledge, 
are eating more and more4)ro- 
tein foods including meats of 
various kinds. 



These recipes for yoga 
Sweetpotatoes and Lamb Curry, 
as adaoted bv the test kitchens 
(Of the American Spice Trade 
Association, are typical of 
India. To simplify the Yoga 
Sweetpotatoes, all - American 
apple pie spice is used in place 
of the several sweet spices in 
the Indian version. 

KEEMA HUZOOR PASANDH 
(Ground Lamb Curry) 

1/3 c. onion flakes 
1 1/2 lbs. ground lean lamb 

1/4 c. instant minced onion 

1/2 tsp. instant minced garlic 
1 1/2 tsps. salt, divided 

1/4 c. butter or margarine 

1 tbsp. curry powder 

2 c. plain yogurt 

1 tbsp. tomato paste

His devel(9- 
ment, called the "Wardlan" 
bottle, can give adults as well 
as children hours of gardening 
enjoyment during the winter 
months ahead. 

Some simple instructions 
provided by The American As- 
sociation of Nurserymen can 
help you develop your own gar- 
den in a bottle. 

A brandy snifter, a fish bowl, 
or a large bottle will make 
a good container (or, to give 
it the correct name, a terrar- 
ium). The site and shape is up 
to you, alt|iough it is good to 
be able to cover over the open- 
ing at the tip after planting. 

Wash, dry and polish the con- 
tainer until it sparkles. Then 
pour In a half inch of dry char- 
coal flakes. On top (tf that add 
several Inches ofdry sandy soil. 
Some bottle gandeners place 
moss, green side iq>, on the 
charcoal land then add the sandy 
soil. 

Now you're ready for plant- 
ing. Most small house ptants 
that thrive in a moist atmosp- 
here will be happy In a bottle 
garden. You may want to use 
Wandering Jew (Zebrina pen- 
dula), Pelllonia, Miniature Ivy 
fk&d small ferns, Th* Creeping 
rig Plant and the Prayer Plant 
are also wise choices. If you 
need ideas, seek advice at your 
nursery or garden center. 



The most dlfftcult part int^- 
glnnlng a bottle garden is the 
actual planting process, which 
Is very similar to contstructiog 
a ship inside a. bottle. Long 
Instruments are needed to be 
your "hands" Inside the con- 
tainer and handy tools can be 
created l^ taping a fork and 
a spoon to sticks or poles.

Lake Wri^it Playhouse is 
currently presenting a fine pro- 
dudioD of an extremely medi- 
ocre play, "Send Me No 
Flowers" by Norman Barasch 
and Carroll Moore. 

The contrived comedy sit- 
iuiti(Mi is rather trite, although 
there are a few good one- 
liners, most of which are pro- 
vided by bit players. 

The plot revolves around a 
fortyish hypochondriac and his 
long-suffering wife. She has 
suffered through many years of 
imaginary illnesses with him 
and has managed to retain her 
sanity and sense of humor. 

An old college beau of hers 
arrives on the scene at just 
about the same time the hypo- 
chondriac overhears his doctor 
on the tel^hone discussing a 
dying patient. He naturally a- 
ssumes he is the one about 
to go and begins to make plans 
for his wife's security after he 
is gone, taking only his next 
door neighbor in his confidence. 

Part of the preparations in- 
clude forcing his wife and the 
old college beau together with 
an eye toward their marriage 
after his departure. But the 



whole thii% backfires when his 
wife becomes suspicious and 
accuses him of having an affair. 
The unraveling of all of this 
is fun, if highly improbable and 
hi^ly predictable. 

Director Ken Heist has 
mounted a well-modulated 
well-handled production that is 
lamentably lacking in peaks and 
valleys, but the blame mist 
fall on the play itself. There 
are some excellent pieces of 
inventive business included. 

George Mentz is convincing 
as the hypochondriac. Jwe 
Garrison is pleasing as the 
wife who alternately sparkles 
and pouts. 

Tom Morgan Is a bit too 
mechanical as the doctor, and 
does not come up with quite 
enough country doctor wisdom 
and wit. Andrea Harris does a 
nice job with the bit role of 
imaginary lover, and Tom 
Friesz is funny as the dirty 
young man delivery boy. 

Mac MacManus perhaps over- 
does his Joe College turned 
milHonaire role just a shade, 
but it becomes caricature in 
his hands, and it is amusing. 

The real accolades belong to 
Tom Story as the next-door 



neighbor who does a beautiful 
drunk bit after hearing of the 
impending death and to Peter 
Dixon as the ghoulish cemetery 
plot salesman. Both revive the 
tiredness of the plot whenever 
they arrive on stage. 

The play is another in the 
long list of situation comedies 
of the early 1960's, and will 
stand the family entertainment 
test. It's an amusing evening 
£ t any rate. HJL.

School-Zoning Problem 
Reaches Critical Stage 



Apartments continue to pose 
a very real problem for City 
Council. At each meeting where 
zoning is considered a number 
of sgpartment and townhouse 
developments must be consid- 
ered. With each one ttiat is 
approved all city departments 
must work to plan the services 
needed for them. 

The most critical of these 
services is schools, and the 
School Board now has one man 
whose major task is planning 
ahead^Aseachi zoning change 
or use permit comes to tiie 
planning commission, the 
School Board's dlrectorof 
plant planning, J. Warren Ltt- 
tleton, projects how many ele- 
mentary. Junior high and sec- 
ondary students will be gener- 



ated by the proposed develop- 
ment. 

He also informs the com- 
mission and ultimately City 
Council whether existing or 
proposed schools will be able 
to handle the expected students. 
In most areas of the city the 
Pi'oblems have not yet reached 
a critical stage. But in the 
Holland Road-Princess Anne 
Plaza area and in Bayslde off 
Diamond Springs Road the 
school problem is critical noMv. 

Part of the problem in the 
Plaza area is brought on by a 
number of approved multi- 
family permits which ap- 
par^itly were zoned only spec- 
ulatively. In Baysid0 this lis not 
so. The addition of any new 
deyelppment and even natural 



attrition causes problems. Un- 
til recently negotiations for a 
new school site there had gone 
badly, but Monday Littleton 
said things were not as bleak 
as they were. 

In the meantime, however, 
the development of a 48-apart- 
ment complex by W. T. Burns 
will have to wait until the 
school problem is settled'. The 
application was deferred for 30 
days by Council while the 
school situation is fully con- 
sidered. 

Councilmen agree that dev- 
elopment cannot be stymied, 
especially since recent reports 
have shown that apartments 
and new homes in the city, 
while they do not fully pay 
their own way, come quite

Growing pains have hit ttie 
General Hospital of Virginia 
Beach even while it is in the 
process of growing. 

Extra beds have been placed 
in the corridors for the last 
two weeks to relieve over- 
crowding. The finishing touches 
are being added now to the 
refurbishing of the hospital 
Annex at 25 Street and Arctic 
Avenue. The annex has been 
closed since last spring. It 
has been re-opened almost 
annually in the last few years 
during the winter months, but 
this wiU be the first time since 
the completion of the new 



extended car 4 wing at ttie 
General Hospital on First Col- 
onial Road. 

According to Earl Willis, 
hospital administrator, the 
annex has been recarpeted and 
the celling lowered to improve 
accoustics. He said it should 
be ready for occupancy by the 
end of October.

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The state of Virginia cannot 
officially oppose the subdiv- 
ision of any large tracts of 
land at False Cape, although 
all of the land in the area 
is eventually expected to be 
acquired by the state for a 
state park extending from be- 
low the Back Bay Wil^Llfe 
Refuge to the North Carolina 
border. 

State Parks Commissioner 
Ben Bolen said he would pre- 
fer that the land not be sub- 
divided but that no plans were 
made for legal opposition. The 
state has already acquired 
about 1,000 acres in the area, 
and hopes to have about 35 
to 40 percent of the entire

The Virginia Beach Depart- 
ment of Planning deserves a 
vote of confidence and a pat 
on the back for its outstanding 
Beach Borough land use stud/ 
presented to residents last 
week. Certainly it is not with- 
out its kinks and without minor 
problems, but generally it is 
being hailed as an ambitious 
plan for the future. 

Most of the objections are 
minor, and many concern only 
a few people. With a little hard 
work and a little more give- 
and-take, the plan should be to- 
tally acceptable in its final 
form to the great majority of 
residents of the area. 

The planners have now had 
two long, exhausting meetings 
with those residents. After the 
last one, reworking was again 
begun. At least two more public 
hearings on the matter will 
give everyone a chance to voice 
his gripe or his praise. The 
next meeting, set for the even- 
ing of Oct. 28, will be the cru- 
cial one. The entire planning 



commission will be in on that 

one. 

The final one is, of course, 
before City Council when the 
plan comes up for final ap- 
proval. It should be remem- 
bered this is only a Utopian 
plan, and is subject ot change 
as progress and policy advise, 
but in the meantime, it Is an 
excellent plan for the resort 
area of the city, and one that 
can be lived with well into the 
21st century. 

These long-range studies be- 
ing made of all areas of the 
city are probably the most im- 
portant and most ambitious pro- 
jects ever undertaken since 
, consolidation In 1963. Our full 
cooperation and participation in 
the formulation of them is im- 
portant. When they are finished, 
Virginia Beach should be able 
to do what no other city In our 
area can do... look far Into 
the future with an organized 
plan.

Unity Can Save It 



Unity can save U for the Democrats. That 
seems to be the thinking of the party faithful 
all over the state, and it obviously is worrying 
Linwood Holton considerably, or he wouldn't 
be chiding the Democrats about it.

Pollution is, so far, kind of like the weather. Everyone talks 
about it but no one does anything alwut it. It is hard, if not 
impossible, to do anything aJDovi the weather but anytime we 
are ready and willing — we can do something about pollution. 
In a matter of only a few years, we can just about do away with 
pollution. We have the technology, we have the wealth and , 
goodness knows we have the need. The only thing missing Is 
the wiU. 

How bad is the pollution problem? In the opinion of many 
experts it is much, much worse than the people think. More 
and more, those who study ami understand the problem express 
alarm at what we continue to do to our environment. The sad 
thing is that while the people listen and nod with understanding, 
they don't do anything. 

Take the Great Lakes which make up the largest body of 
fresh water in the world. Lake Erie is dead. Lake Michigan 
is dying and Lake Superior and Lake Huron are showing signs 
of being sick. 

What causes pollution? People! We pollute or at least we 
allow others to pollute to serve our needs and pleasures. As 
an example, the United States Steel Corporation's south works 
in Chicago daily discharges 440 million gallons of waste water 
into Lake Michigan. The city of Niagara Falls, N.Y., pumps its 
sewage into the Niagara River after merely passing it through 
a screen. The oil-thick Buffalo River, a tributary to Lake Erie, 
is so polluted that it has l)een declared a fire hazard by the 
Buffalo fire chief. 

The United States Steel Corporation's Gary, Indiana, plant 
discharges over 330 million gallons of waste a day into the 
Grand Calument River, a tributary oLLake Michigan. 

This carries a load of pollutants equivalent to daily dropping 
130,000 full-size automobiles into the lake. It discharges more 
waste into the Lake than all other cities in the basin combined. 

To stop all this will cost a pretty penny. In tiie Lake Erie 
basin alone, the cost just to provide adequate secondary treat- 
ment facilities for all municipalities wUl cost a biUion dollars. 
To include industrial treatment faciUties will add another 
$285 million dollars. 

To control agricultural runoff of pesticide into Lake Erie 
alone would cost about $400 million. To replace combined 
sewers with separate sj^tems for carrying storm water and 
sanitary waste will cost about tiiree billion in the Lake Erie basin 
and in Chicago alone this would cost close to $2 billion.

To amwer this question the 
VIRGINIA BEACH SUN this 
wedc tiBnd to Mike Sawldes 
of the Black Angus and Gary 
Karaceori^ of the Heritage Inn 
for aa assessment of what pub> 
lie otfMd beverage sales have 
meant toirratauranteurs In the 
resort area of ttie city. 

Both Isdlcated they felt the 
people of Virginia Beach ac- 
cepted liquor by the drink just 
as though the city had always 
bad it. 

Sawldes said, "The impor- 
tant ttiing is we were able to 
accommodate ttie people, who 
wanted a cocktail, thus giving 
better sarvice to our custo- 
mers." 

Karagemrge expressed his 
feelings by saying, "It's good 
there's no doubt about that. It's 
another exceptionally good item 
to sell." 

Karageorge and Sawldes both 
agreed the most popular mixed 
drink was a martini, followed 
in popularity by Manhattans, 
whiskey sours and Bloody Ma- 
rys. 
* When liquor by ttie drink 



was proposed in the resort 
city there were lndlcati«is of 
concern from some quarters 
that pi«>Uc mixed beverage 
sales would result in an In- 
creased number of intoxicated 
people. 

^vvides answered the SUN's 
question as to fiie experi^ice 
of restuarant owners finding 
such a problem by saying, "As 
far as the restaurant owners 
are concerned we had fewter 
intoxicated people than ever 
before." Karageorge replied, 
"A lot of people were surpris- 
ed to find they didn't have 
drunks rolling around the 
streets because of liquor by 
the drink." 

What did mixed beverages 
do, from the financial aspect, 
for the Black Angiis and the 
Heritage Inn.?

The pid>lic sale of liquor 
by the drink appeared not to 
create any real problems, but 
Sawldes did cite one complaint 
from his customers at the Black 
Angus. He said the public was 
not able to understand why they 
could not be served a mixed 
beverage while waiting in tiie 
lobby while waiting for an avail- 
able table to have dinner. 

When questioned as to what 
improvements could be made 
in the present system of reg- 
ulating mixed beverage sales 
Sawldes said, "The only thing 
I hope is that they will allow, 
in the near future, people wait- 
ing for a table to be served a 
drink in a small waiting room 
with comfortable chairs."

Both Karageorge and Sav-

Amphetamines and l)arbitu- 
rates are the "up ami down" 
drugs, usually taken in pill 
form. 

Ttiey are said to "pick you 
up when you're down and bring 
you down when you're up." 
For most people, ampheta- 
mines do have exhilaration ef- 
fects, while barbiturates 
bring calming. 

They are powerful dru^, 
too powerful to play around 
with. Yet too many people are 
doing so. No one knows how 
many, but the best estimates 
are that about 200,000 — and 
pertiaps as many as 400,000 — 
persons regularly abuse these 
and other non -narcotic drugs. 

The case of Mary Jones il- 
lustrates the matter, it's a 
hypothetical case, not a real 
name, but it Is true. 

Mary takes amphetamines to 
get going and barbiturates to 
put her to sleep. She does this 
day in and out. She takes the 
"up and down" pills without 
the supervision of her family 
doctor. 

Mary is — or Is on the way 
to being — a slave of these 
drugs, addicted to them, a 



Man Ne^ds 
To Meditate 



To understand the Edgar 
Cayce theory ot dreams, one 
must imagine the mind as be- 
ing shaped somewhat like a 
funnel, with the narrow end of 
the funnel pointing downward.

In this case, the per- 
son may be dreaming of a pre- 
vious life. Also, the individual 
may be dreaming of snakes, or 
fire, or something he saw dur- 
ing the day and shoved into the 
subconscious rather than keep- 
ing It out In the open. 

Following the sub-conscio»KS- 
ness, we find the super-con- 
sciousness. This is infinite. 
Any contacts which are made 
with another person throu^ 
E.S.P. or through communica- 
tion of any kind other than ver- 
bal or i^yslcal, is made from 
this section of the mind. Also, 
any contact with the "Super- 
natural" is made from here. 
Any future events which are 
predicted also are derived 
from the super-consciousness. 
However, all future predic- 
tions are based on facts which 
are composed in the sub- con- 
sciousness. For example, If 
one miornlng at 9:00 you say 
you are going home that even- 
ing from work at 5:00, then 
you are liasing your prediction 
on past performances. Every 



day you go home at 5:00, so in 
all probability this day will be 
no different. Because of this, 
the sub- and super- conscious- 
ness are internrelated. 

According to Dr. Puryear, 
if man is to use the Ml pot- 
ential of his mind, he must 
learn to meditate. TMs simply 
means he must learn to clear 
his mind of all material and 
maintain an open mind tem- 
porarily void of consciousness. 
This is reportedly how Edgar 
Cayce was able to communicate 
with people who were physi- 
cally apart from htm. 

Wheh'Cayce was seven years 
old a vision appeared and 
asked him what he wanted to 
do most He replied, "To help 
people." The vision replied, 
"This, then, wiU be your pur- 
pose In life." CayceJdidJiot^ 
begbi realizing his 
until he was 17, then he under 
-stood this was his «ntire rea- 
son for existing. Cayce was 
capable of completely elimina- 
ting himself, his fears, his 
desires, his emotions, from 
his sub-conscious and super- 
consciousness mind. By doing 
this, he formed a direct chan- 
nel from the infinite to his 
consciousness. While In his 
trance, Cayce could commun- 
icate with the Universal mind. 
According to Cayce Followers, 
all people have this abUlty, but 
do not develop it because of 
too much self-interest. In or- 
der to help other, self must 
often be denied.

The "iw drugs," pep plUs 
also called "bennies" and 
"speed," are a group of drugs 
known as amphetamines. 
They form one-half of what 
Is perhaps the biggest part of 
the drug abuse problem In the 
U. S. today. 

The ottier half of the pro- 
blem are the "down drugs" — 
sedatives, sleeping plUs, the 
large family of drugs made 
for medical purposes to re- 
lax a person. 

What do the "down drugs" 
do? 

They produce a relaxing ef- 
fect for most people; In nor- 
mal, medically supervised 
doses, they mildly depress the 
action of the nerves, skelatal 
muscles and heart muscle. In 
abnormal doses, the effects 
resemble alcoholic drunk- 
enness. 
Are these drugs addicting? 
The amphetamines or "up 
drugs" produce "psychc^gi- 
cal" dependence — a prac- 
tice that can become a habit 
for mental or emotional rea- 
sons. 

The "down drugs," barbi- 
turates usually, are physically 
addicting. Some experts con- 
sider barbiturate addiction 
more difficult to cure than de- 
pendency upon a narcotic like 
heroin or cocain. 

Are these drugs dangerous 
to use? 

They have definite medical 
and health values properly used 
umler a physician's direction. 
None Is properly available 
without aphyslcian'sprescrlpt- 
lon. This is for the very good 
reason that their misuse or 
abuse can be dangerous. 

Barbiturates are a leading 
cause of accidental poison 
deaths. Sleeping pills distort 
how people see things; they slow 
down reactions and responses. 
They are an important cause 
of automobile accidents.

Case Ends in Fines 



itie owner and manager of 
the Star Twin Indoor Theater 
on Indian River Road, were 
found guilty of exhibiting an 
obscene movie l>y Judge P.B. 
White in Municipal Court last 
Monday. 

Theater owner Kenneth W. 
Andrews was fined $500, while 
manager Calvin T. Gray was 
fined !{!125. Andrews and Gray 
have both noted appeals of the 
conviction, which will be aired 
in Virginia BeachCircultCourt. 

Court proceedings resulted 
from the arrest of both Andrews 
and Gray following the final per- 
formance of the Swedish film 
"I Am Curious (Yellow) at the 
theater on the night of June 24. 

The case has been marked 
by a number of continuances 
in Virginia Beach Municipal 
Court, and has resulted In a 
challenge of the constitution- 
ality of that portion of the State 
Code under which the arrests 
were made. This is scheduled 
to be aired In, U.S. District 
Court In Norfolk on Oct. 20. 

The film continued to run at 
the theater throughout the court 
proceedings, until recently. 



Theater manager Gray steted 
in court that he estinutfed more 
than 50,000 persons had viewed 
the movie at the theater. This 
would r^jBsent an estimated 
$125,000 in ticket reoetptB. 

During Monday's ccnvt pro- 
ceedings Commonwealth's At- 
torney Andre Evans built bis 
prosecution of the case on tiie 
testimony of two witnesses, 
Rev. Melvln J. Hughes, Pas- 
tor of the Princess Anne Plaza 
Baptist Church, and Mrs. Mary 
Casey, Thalia Drive tousewife 
Who is active in civic, educa- 
tion, social and religious or- 
ganizations In the city. 

Defense attorneys Micuatsi 
R. Caprlo, Jr., representing 
the defendants, and Stanley E. 
Sacks, representing Grove 
Press, the films' distributors, 
called only one witness. He was 
Stan Fedyszyn, a theater spec- 
ialist working with the Norfolk 
City Schools and Norfolk Thea- 
ter Center's Artistic Director.

"We get 
calls from Child and Family 
Service, hospitals and indivi- 
duals. We iiso have available 
registered n^ses and licensed 
practical nmes." 

The majority of the calls re- 
ceived by Pradical Care Corps 
are to sit with the elderly, 
"We are proud of the fact that 
we can sit anytime, even if 1 
have to sit myself," Mrs. Win- 
ter stated. One nl^t In parti- 
cular, Mrs. Winter and her 
niece were at her home when 
the phone rang and it was a 
woman whose husband was in 
Vietnam. The woman was in 
labor and she needed someone 
to watch her other children. 
Mrs. Winter's niece babysat 
while Mrs, Winter drove the 
woman to the hospital and then 
informed the Red Cross (who 
in turn told Uie woman's over- 
seas husband) of the birth of 
the baby. 

"Just recently, 1 flew up to 
Massadiusetts to babysit — of 
course. It was to watch my 
daughter's children. She 
doesn't believe in sitters." 

Plans are underway for the 
development of a 24 hour day 
diUd center in which a diild 
can be Inrought anytime. "R 
wIU be slmlUar to a child's 
motel. We'll feed tbe ctiild and

Put Falling Leaves to Work 



The falling leaves that will 
be drifting by your window this 
fall can help protect your ever- 
greens from -'winter burn". 
They can help, that is, if you 
make the proper use of them. 

•'Winter burn" is aftually 
damage that occurs when roots 
imprisoned in hard, cold soil 
are unable to replace the mois- 
ture lost throuRh the foliage 
during periods of warm winttr 
weather. According to the Am- 
erican Association of Nursery- 
men, a blanket of loosely pile<l 
leaves, brush, and dry grass 
around the base of the tree or 
shrub provides just the simple 
and effective protection nee<led. 

The, winter mulch you create 
when you rake your lawn should 
be deep enough to store mois- 
ture and warmth, but at the same 
time it must be airy. If the 
leaves tend to mat do\i^n (as 
maple leaves will, for instance), 



arrange the mulch in thin layers 
with bits ofbrush between them. 
A depth of from four to twelve 
inches is indicated, depending 
on how cold you think it will be 
this winter. 

Speaking of evergreens, the 
nurserymen point out that this 
is a goal time of year to plant 
them, and since they keep their 
good looks all year around 
they'll be especially welcome 
in the season that's on its way. 
Plan to plant the shrubs or trees 
where you can see them from 
your window for a touch of 
folfl-weather cheers. As en- 
trance plantings they'll add a 
special note of welcome. 

And if you've been planning 
to move some of your ever- 
greens, perhaps to provide a 
screen or border for a special 
area of the yard, this is a safe 
season for transplanting. Be 
sure to dig holes of really ample 



size, and pack the best soil 
available around the roots in 
their new location. 

With more time this season 
for special prden activities, 
the care you give your ever- 
greens — mulching, planting, or 
transplanting — will pay happy 
rewards.

B* top VlTfinla Beach police 
onldate appeared before Vir- 
ginia B««ch City Council In in* 
formal session ifai^ to dis- 
ran 'drug abuse and the drug 
problem in Virginia Beach. 

Lt. Henry Capps, head of 
the JuvenUe Division said that 
drug arrests prior to 1969 in 
Virginia Beach ranged from one 
in 1965 to six in 1966 to eight 
in 1967 and then 95 in 1968. 
Detective Bureau chief Capt.R. 
C. Davis said there have already 
been 110 arrests for misuse of 
drugs in the city in 1969 or in 
drug-related incidents. 

PoUce Chief Col.W. W.Davis 
told Council that the drug pro- 
blem spread rapidly in the city 
and ttiat policemen have had 
to avail themselves of any 
courses and materials to keep 
up with the subject. 

He added that the courts and 



points of law have made it diff- 
icult to get convictions because 
of ambiguities in the law, and 
that too often the pr ffleqi is 
iipread baeauM pM^tHI"itfHMJ 
recognize the real danger of 
drugs being used mostly by the 
young. 

Councilmen admitted frankly 
afterward they were shocked to 
hear of 12-year-olds using 
drugs in Virginia Beach and 
about a 15-year-old "pusher" 
who was arrested with $600 
worth of hashish in his poss- 
ession and $1,000 of working 
capital. 

Chief Davis also said the 
number of other crimes have 
also increased by young people, 
and many can be traced to drug 
use. 

Councilman J. Curtis Payne 
asked if the East Coast Surfing 
Championship brought much 
drug traffic to the city. The 
police officials said this was 



not necessarily so, althou^ 
some contest "followers" had 
been known to deal in drugs. 
They ^neA teat the wirtwr <4 

contest was ^ above normal, 
however. 

The police officials said they 
felt more parental observation 
of childroi is necessary to see 
that ttiey never get stao'ted on 
drugs in the first place. Hiey 
added that drug use came from 
all levels of economy and soci- 
ety in the city. They also praised 
the VIRGINIA BEACH SUN for 
its continuing factual stories 
about drugs and drug use.

Sacks and Caprio based their 
challenge on grounds of a test- 
ing of what is obscene wider 
the Virginia obscenity lau'tJoes 
not conform to the test that is 
established by the U. S. Supreme 
Court, and therefore the State 
Code Is too vague and does 
not specifically state what con- 
stitutes obscenity. 

The challenge consisted of 
three main points: 

The U. S. Supreme Court 
has ruled that if material has 
any redeeming social value It 
cannot be suppressed as ol)- 
scene, and the Virginia defini- 
tion of what is obscene does 
not conform to the test as est- 
ablished by the U. S. Supreme 
Court; and secondly, 
' While the Virginia statute 
says that if a person has In 
his possession material that Is 
obscene it is presumed that he 
intends to sell it, or deal in it 
comercially and consequently 
he would be guilty of a law 
violation; the defect here is that 
in criminal iaw you can't shift 
the burden to the defendant to 
prove that he wasn't going to 
do certain things with it, thus 
violating a basic presumption of 
innocence; and thirdly. 

The U. S. Supreme Court 
has recently ruled that a man 
who had obscene films In his 
own home with no suggestion of 
cominercial exhibition was con- 
stitutionally entitled to have that 
material. Thus an individual Is 
free to read what he wants or 
listen to what he wants as long 
as it involves no public conn- 
ectidn with it. Thus, because 
the Virginia statutes make no 
distinction between private pos- 
session or material and /or 
public exhibition of such mater- 
ial, it is claimed the Virginia 
statutes are contrary to this 
recent ruling of U. S. Supreme 
Court and Virginia cannot crim- 
inally punish private possession 
of material that the U. S. Sup- 
reme Court says Is constitu- 
tionally protected. 

The defense of the Virginia 
State Code was l)ased on the 
contention that the law is con- 
stitutional in light of decisions 
of the U. S. Supreme Court 
and the Supreme Court of App- 
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eals of Virginia, and further 
that the federal courts should 
not t^e jurisdiction in the 
matter ; because the constitu*^ 
tlonality Issues, as well as the 
question of obscenity, can be 
determined by the State courts 
and therefore Federal interven- 
tion is unnecessary. 

Andrews and Gray were con- 
victed of the charge of exhibit- 
ing an obscene film in Virginia 
Beach Municipal Court by Judge 
P. B. White on Oct. 13. Andrews 
was fined $500 while Gray was 
fined $125. They have bothapp- 
ealled the conviction to the 
City's Circuit Court, and are 
presently awaiting a hearing.

elementary schools and 26 at 
four high schools. 

Littleton went on to point out 
the anticipated school needs 
of different areas of Virginia 
Beach if the growth patterns 
continue as they are eiq^cted 
to. Two elejnentary schools will 
be needed In the Baysidearea 
(In addition to the one already 
under construction), two in the 
Kempsvllle area, four in the 
Lynnbaven-Virginia Bead)

All of the classroom needs 
were projected without consid- 
ering kindergartens. According 
to Hartville, 200 additional 
classrooms would be neecled to 
house kindergarten classes.

Secondary teachers said it 
was of absolutely no use in 
high schools because of sdied- 
ule conflicts and poor reception 
in the schools. They also re- 
quested a coordinator and train- 
ing In the use of educational 
television in classrooms^ 

The report concluded with the 
recommendation that In addition 
to hiring a coordinator, that the 
school system purchase video 
tape recorders so that schedul- 
ing difficulties could be elimin- 
ated.

concerning them. 

When two prisoners were re- 
leased recently and told such 
tales of horror while in con- 
filtement and of no attempts to 

ry^-out^ the provisions^ -of— 
thw> tSeneva Conventions which 
riblrtlfi Vietnam signed in 1949, 
ttii! State Department let it be 
knbwn it would welcome help. 

World opinion grew and the 
House of Representatives pass- 
ed a House Joint Resolution 
deploring the conditions in North 
Vietnam prison camps and the 
lack of positive information 
concerning those missing. 

The Virginia Beach Jaycees 
ai"e calling on area businessmen 
for donations to help publicize 
this plight through billboards, 
posters, bumper stickers and 
the like. So far the POW-MIA 
campaign bumper stickers have 
appeared only in limited num- 
bers in Virginia Beach, as the 
first phase of the campaip. 

In addition the Jaycees hope 
to get as many letters as pos- 
sible written to Hanoi, to edit- 
ors nationwide and the Paris 
peace negotiators. 

CXher organizations have 
noted an interest in aiding the 
Jaycees , who are presenting 
their project to the state Jaycees 
for acceptance in Noveml)er. 
If adopted they will go before 
the national board for support 
in the spring. 

The National League of Fam- 
ilies of Prisoners of War is

the use of newiyapers starting 
"Earl Wilson type columns on 
activities in restaurants that 
have mixed beverage licenses, 
and this has to be backed up 
by local advertising in the pa- 
per." 

Gardner, who openly admits 
his operation is somewhat dif- 
ferent from others in the city 
who are offering public sale of 
mixed beverages, particularly 
those whose facilities include 
counters which could be util- 
ized for service. He said, "I 
don't think it would hurt to al- 
low people to come in and have 
a drink without having to sit 
down at a table and be set 
up for a meal." Gardner clar- 
ified his type operation by say- 
ing, "We don't cater at all to 
people who just want to come 
in and have a drink. We cater 
to those who want a drink with 
their meal, and it's rare that 
anylKxly takes m^re than one 
drink." 

Sterling also had a comment 
on the lack of heavy drinking 
resulting from public mixed 
beverage sales. He said he 
failed to witness one single 
drunk in his place of business 
while "in previous years we've 
had drunks." 

While Sterling and Gardner 



both agreed that thus far they 
have not witnessed any serious 
problems with the mixed bev- 
erage sale oper^ion. Ster- 
ling did say the present re- 
gulations which govern issu- 
ance of mixed beverage sale 
licenses caused him some dif- 
ficulty in obtaining employees. 
He said, "The restriction on 
hiring anyone under 21 has hin- 
dered the employment of 
younger people, such as college 
students, as waiters, wait- 
resses or bus boysi". 

Looking towards the future 
of mixed beverage sales in 
Virginia Beach, Gardner of- 
fer^ some suggestions which 
would not only benefit the bus- 
inessman but customers as 
well. He said," I think probably 
one of the biggest changes that 
1 would like to see would be to 
be able to order from a whole- 
saler and have it (the liquor) 
delivered, rather than having 
to notify the A B C store ahead 
of time when we couldn't tell 
what brands or quantities (of 
liquors) we would need." 

'Next week the VIRGINIA

The Five- Year School Plan 



At last the word is out. Three 
secondary schools and nine ele- 
mentary schools are consid- 
ered absolutely necessary by 
1975, one of those secondary 
two of the elemenatary by the 
fall of 1973. Conservatively the 
cost of those 12 schools could 
range from about $18 to $20 
million. Some estimates range 
as high as $30 million.

Drug Awareness 



There was a single arrest 
for drug abuse in Virginia Beach 
in 1965. There have already^ 
been 110 in 1969. The increase 
in drug traffic, drug abuse, 
drug using and drug selling in 
the city has come quickly and 
has reached epidemic propor- 
tions. 

Police Chief W.W. Davis and 
two of his top officers reported 
to City Council Monday on the 
subject. They admit that the 
problem almost got out of hand 
before it was brought under 
control. 

And It does seem to be gen- 
erally under control at last. 
Our police officers have educa- 
ted themselves and have taken 
advantage of every way of lear- 
ning about drugs in recent 
months, there has been a gen- 
eral crackdown, and it's work- 
ing. But this is only part of the 
answer. 

Davis says, as do many 
others, that the only way to 
curb the problem is keep It 
from getting started In the 
first place. He feels that edu- 
cation of young children and 
making parents totally aware 
of the dangers are major parts 
of the answer. 

In addition Council has been 
asked to consider stronger laws 
to give the police something 
to work with. Recent court de-

GOP Aims Big Guns 



The big guns are being aimed at Virginia 
from Washington and California. Ronald Rea- 
gan's $50-a plate dinner at the Lake Wri^tt 
aiMl the proposed Nixon visit to Salem next 
week are being viewed as strong signs that 
Linwood Holton, GOP candidate for Governor, 
is in need of help. 

There are other indications as well. Polls, 
released in the last week, show Democratic 
hopeful for Governor, William Battle, to l>e 
the favorite by a comfortable if not an over- 
whelming majority. 

Granted that one, of those polls was jJoiA 
for by the Battle folks, although it was con- 
ducted by a reputable national pollster. And 
granted that polls do not always tell the whole 
story. Even the Battle poll showed 17 per 
cent still undecided. 

Battle still does not have the election 
locked up, aiKl his boasting may yet cost him 
some votes and prestige. He has called the 
charge a "mockery" that he needs the old- 
line Democratic leadership in the state. But 
surely he must know, as his sun>orters 
recopize, that this leadership has been a 
major contributing factor in catapulting his 
candidacy to the front after a slow, uninter- 
esting beginning while Holton was grabbing 
the spotli^t and the promise of votes. 

The pace of the campaign has picked up 
considerably. Both Holton and battle are 
ai^aring all over the state at everything 
from a barbecue to a fish fry, depend^ on 
the day of the week. 

Their joint an>earance in Virginia Beach 
last week turned out about 650 loyal parti- 
sans, and ttie control of the applause meter 
had to l>e a draw.

Patrolmon Cops Tourney 



Richard T. (Dick) Talbot of 
the Virginia Beach police de- 
partment took the flrst i^ce 
trophy in last Friday's runn- 
ing of the Navy Investigative 
Service fall golf tournament, at 
the Lake Wright golf course. 

Talbot carded a flittl score 
of 76 for the 5,874 jfard, 18 
hole course to emerge as the 
holder of the first place low- 
gross score, in gaining the 
top honors from a field of 51 
contendors. 

The tournament was open to 
all law enforcement officers 
from each of the local, state, 
and federal .law enforcement 
agencies throughout the Tide- 
water area. Talbot, attached to 
the 2nd Police Precinct, was 
the only Virginia Beach police 
officer to enter the tournament. 

To earn his victory Talbot 
covered the course with pars 
on 10 holes, boggles on 8 holes, 
and birdies on two holes. His 
birdies came on the 374 yard, 
par 4, dog leg to the right, 
fourth hole, which contains two 
sand traps close to the center 
of the fairway about mid way 
between tee and cup. 

Talbot said he was "hitting 
the ball pretty good," throu^- 
out the tournament, but that he 
had "a lot of problems with 
my patting." 

Others who earned awards. in 
the tournament included Lt.Col. 
Billy Brown of Fort Eustis 
who captured second place in 
the low-gross score category 



with a final score of 77. Paul 
Hyitt of Naval Intelligence fin- 
ished first in the low net score 
competition, which is figured 
with the aid of a handicap, with 
a 71, whl^e low net score second 
place was won by Lt. Jack 
Booher, of the Norfolk office of 
State PoUce, with a 72. 

Lt* L. L. Jones of the Norfolk 
Police Division, earned an 
award for the longest drive, 
which was required to remain 
in the fairway to qualify on the 
378 yard, par 4, 8th hole, Jones' 
drive covered a distance of 260 
yards. Incidentally Talbot out- 
drove Jones but his drive was 
disqualified when it went a short 
distance into the rough. Frank 
Guthrie, of Naval Intelligence, 
captured his award when his 
drive landed closest to the pin 
on the 136 yard, par 3, 16th 
hole. Guthrie's drive, down a 
fairway of which nearly one- 
third is covered by water from 
the edge of Lake Wright, came 
to rest only nine' feet from the 
flag. The final award went to 
Col. J. H. McGlothlin, Jr., of 
the Marine Barracks, at the 
Norfolk Naval Base, McGlothlin 
won his award by carding the 
lowest number of putts during 
the days play. He finished the 
18 hole competition with a total 
of 30 putts. 

The tournarilent was con- 
ducted by grouping those com- 
peting into "foursome's" 
through a system devised to 
equalize those in each foursome 
according to playing ability.

Deer hunting this season has 
to get better. Everyone I've 
talked to says they've seen 
plenty of deer, but all have 
been does, 

I believe the bucks are stay- 
ing deep in the swamp, and due 
to the high water the dogs are 
unable to run them out to the 
hunters. 

Jessie Ruart of Virginia 
Beach outsmarted a nice buck 
and when he took a closer 
look found he had a 211-pound 
trophy with an eight point rack 
to match. 

So far this season el^t deer 
have been checked in Virginia 
Beach at the checking stations. 
There are plenty left so you 
still have time to bag yours. 

The season will be in for 
over a month and will end 
Nov. 29. This date is for the 
Dismal Swamp area, so don't 
get it confused with the other 
deer seasons in the upper part 
of the state. 

It seems 1 overlooked one 
season which began on Oct. 15. 
That is the bow season for 
deer,bc|ar and squirrel. It runs 
to Nov. 15. 

Due to the heavy underbrush 
in the swamp it is almost im- 
possible to bow hunt, however. 
Also when you use a bow you 
can not carry any type of fire- 
arm or use any dogs. 

If you go hunting this week- 
end remember squirrels are 
no longer In season anywhere 
in this area. They will become 
legal again Nov. 17 along with 
other small game. 

Also check your shotgun and 
be sure it will hold only three 
shells -one in the' chamber and 
two in the magazine or clip. 

A number of summons have 
been handed out for squirrel 
hunting and unplugged guns.

MOORE'S 
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Misinformation Is Factor 



Nearly everyone b»a hetrd 
fables, fictions, or fUltclti 
aboirt marihuana, perhaps U)» 
these: 

"Smoke pot and youwind rxp 
hodced on heroin...Man, It's 
cleaner than alcohol...It's the 
first step ri^t into the psycho 
ward...There's Just no reason 
to keep it illegal...Why doesn't 
anyone tell the truth about mar • 
ihuana?" 

None of these statements is 
based on scientific fact, but on 
]a;f-fact or misinformation. 

The first statement, althou^ 
wrong, stems from some stu- 
dies showing that sizeable per- 
centages of heroin addicts pre- 
viously smoked marihuana 
(pot). The reverse is not nec- 
essarily true, although this adds 
no reasoning to the side of those 
who favor unrestricted mari- 
huana. 

Alcohol and marihuana are 
not comparable, as far as No. 
2 goes. Moreover, the long- 
term effects of marihuana 
smoking are simply not known 
as yet. 

As to No. 3, scientists have 
not proved thaf marihuana is 
a direct cause of mental illness. 
Nor have they proved that it 
prevents mental disorders or 
helps mental health. 

There are some reasons on 
the legal side for restrictions 
on marihuana, as, for example, 
the indisputable fact that 
science does not know very 
much about it. It does not appear 
moreover, that mass, permiss- 
ive, total population usage of 
an unknown but powerful mind- 
affecting drug is rational. 

"Why doesn't anyone tell the 
truth al)out marihuana?" 

This despairing kind of cry 
is perhaps based on confusion 
brought about by those who 
favor taking all shackles off 
marihuana and who disseminate 
misinformation or slanted mat- 
erial rather than objective in- 
formation. 

Here are some facts about 
this controversial substance, 
entirely founded on what science 
now knows, not on guesses, 
rumors, and wishful emotional- 
izing. -■-- ■ — 

The smoking of marihuana is 
illegal in nearly every civilized 
country of the world. Never- 
the less, with the possible ex- 
ception of alcohol, it is today 



probably ttw most wtdtly^used * 
inioxicant in the world. 

Desidte its eurrwrt p«rvu- 
Iveneifl, f dti^ti art quidt to 
aeknowledKe tignUlcaat g^Mi In 
tiiair knowledge of marUniaiia's 
effects on man—and animals, 
too. for ttiat matter. 

The little research that has' 
been done in.the U.S., and there 
has not t)een a great deal any- 
where in the V^orld, has prin- 
cipally used marihuana seized 
by the Federal Bureau of Nar- 
cotics and Dangerous Drugs 
which was supplied to qualified 
researchers. 

But all natural marihuana is 
of uncertain potency, and seized 
materials are frequently unre- 
fined and impure. Reliable re- 
search, whether in test tubes 
and analytic machines, on an- 
imals, or on man, can only be 
conducted if the drug is stand- 
ardized, the potency constant. 

The scientist, in a word, has 
to have a uniform substance to 
study if he is to produce re- 
sults and accurate findings of 
value. 

This long-standing problePa 
seems at last to have been 
largely solved. National Insti- 
tute of Mental Health research 
grantees and others have suc- 
ceeded in isolating a number of 
compounds in cannabis, the 
plant from which marihuana 
cigarette material comes. 

In addition, they have deter- 
mined the exact structure of 
tetrahydrocannabinol (THC), 
the probable main, active prin- 
cipal of marihuana. Thus, the 
production of uniform, synthetic 
or man-ntade marihuana is now 
possible. I 

With this compound, THC, 
sometimes called "liquid mari- 
huana," scientists can at last 
run controlled, uniform exper- 
iments. 

Very early work showed thaf 
the compound would be useful 
not only in laboratory studies 
but also in careful investiga- 
tions in humans, 
education. 

Some other facts about mari- 
huana which every citizen, old 
and young, needs to know have 
already been established. Here 
are some questions often asked 
and answers to them. 

What is marihuana? 
Marihuana --also spelled 
"marijuana"»is a drug found 



in a plant (cannabis sativa) 
that grows in mild climate coun- 
trlai all around the world. Some 
of its nicknames are pot, grass, 
weed, and Mary Jane. 

How is it used? 

For use as a drug, the leaves 
and flowers sire usually dried 
and crushed or chopped into 
small pieces. This green- 
colored product is rolled and 
smoked in cigarettes or pipes 
or can be sniffed or taken in 
food. Its sweetish odor is easily 
recognized. The smoke is harsh; 
it smells like burnt rope or 
dried grasses. 

Is marihuana used for med- 
ical purposes? 

No. It has no known use in 
modern medicine. There are 
medical research studies seek- 
ing scientific information on it, 
but it is not used to treat or 
cure illness. 

Statements that marihuana is 
"medically safe" are not supp- 
orted by scientific evidence. 

Do we know what marihuana 
does to the mind and body? 

We do not know the physical 
affects fully. Long-term effects 
are absolutely unknown. The 
kind of research needed to learn 
the results of continued use 
has not yet been done. It is 
getting uiulerway now, however, 
as pointed out. 

Does marihuana affect judg- 
ment? 

Yes, but not favorably. A 
person using marihuana finds 
it harder to make decisions 
that require clear thinking. He 
is open more easily to other 
people's suggestions. Doing 
anything that takes good re- 
flexes and clear thinking is 
affected. It is, for example, 
dangerous to drive while under 
the influence of marihuana, just 
as it is with alcohol. 

What about the laws? 

There are Federal and State 
laws— and international laws- 
dealing with marihuana. Poss- 
ession or sale of it in the U.S. 
is a felony under Federal law. 
Many states deal with mari- 
huana as severely as if it were 
a narcotic. 

Many feel that the laws should 
be changed; many others do not.

Department) who referred the 
case to the youth bureau. Com- 
plaints continued and we were 
called to investigate. We found 
the child neglected and took 
him into emergency care that 
night. 

"The next day we petitioned 
the court for temporary cus- 
tody. The case was referred 
to us for investigation. The 
child returned home under 
supervision by the department. 
Neglect charges, are pending 
against ttie parents. Those that 
can be handled out of court are 
referred to the social workers. 
Sometimes we don't reach our 
goals in those cases." 

"Many times when we close 
a case we know It's not settled, 
but we've exhausted our re- 
sources and our usefuUness," 
added Mrs. Michaels. 

'We Get It' 

other protective cases in- 
clude neglect, physical and 
emotional damage and moles- 
ting of girls by fathers or 
other relatives. "You name it, 
we get it," said Miss Moody. 

Another important set of 
stftff members are the eligi- 
bility teduddans wlwse job it 
is to determine whether or not 
an applicant is eligible for 
welfare.

They dKB told of one big^ 
school girl who ke|^ her preg-

hospital. 

There is also an adoption 
referral exchange to exchange 
records of children who for 
one reason or another have 
not been adopted. This is a 
statewide agency and matches 
requests with hard to place 
children. 

"We've had no single parent 
adoption yet," commented Miss 
Moody. 



A good amount of their time 
is spent on Aid to Dependent 
Children cases, which, on Sept. 
1, numbered 1,058 in 381 fam- 
ilies." 



"We try to make the mothers 
relatively Independent," said 
Mrs. Porter. "If they depended 
M us, they'd never learn." 

Help Themselves 

"We help clients help them- 
BeWes,*' said Mrs. Michaels. 

Miss Moody described one 
AOC mother with two children 
who asked for vocational help 
so she could go l>ack to work. 
"She was a trained beauti- 
cian, but she developed an al- 
lergy to water and metal." 

Vocational Rehabilitation, 
Welfare and the Virginia Em- 
ployment Commission work as 
a team when needed. A VEC 
counselor visits the Welfare 
Departmeql once a week. 

Mrs. Michaels descrit>ed an- 
other case in which agencies 
worked together for a solution. 
"A teenage foster child, 17, 
had t>een in foster care since 
he was four. Heandhisbrottier 
' were taken from a drunken 
mother. He had been in two 



foster boraas and bad visual , 
I»rableii», 80 he was sent to 
a scbool Ux die blind. He was 
pA h$vpf at ttie school, so he 
«u sent to ttie Tidewater Re- 
habilitation Institute. He didn't 
adjust. f 

"He had a series of pro- 
blems in the past bordering on 
deUoqfBmcy. I met with bis 
coimsetor and found out he had 
been skiing classes. He was 
charged as incorrigible and 
picked up by juvenile autlMr- 
ities and held over the week- 
end. He was placed on indet- 
erminate supervised prc^tion 
and another agency is working 
with him. He can stay in foster 
care until he is 18 if he is 
receiving training. Both l)e and 
his brother receive social se- 
curity benefits. He has return- 
ed to his foster home." F(^ter 
parents, who receive only $60 
a month, were described as 
"Jewels of the community." 

There were 209 foster child- 
ren as of Sept. 1. Not all of 
the foster homes are in Vir- 
ginia Beach. Specialized board- 
ing homes for children with 
physical, emotional and mental 
problems are located as far 
away as Edgemeade, Md., 
diroughout Virginia and in 
North Carolina. These children 
must also be visited by die 
Virginia Beach welfare wor- 
kers. 

Major Problems 

Ma]or problems to people 
on welfare is the lack of trans- 
poration and housing in Vir- 
ginia Beach, the trio agreed. 
Even if they get a job, there is 
often no transportation unless 
they tappen to live along Vir- 
ginia Beach Blvd. Bayside Arms 
Apartments is the only low- 
rent housing development in 
the area, and apartments are 
limited to six occupants. 



Christmas is another pro- 
blem in the Welfare Depart- 
ment. The people on Welfkre 
don't have any money to spare. 
"There's not a penny in the 
budget for it." Clubs contri- 
bute quite a bit, and stores 
give toys at the last minute 
that they've overstocked. But 
there is no way of knowing 
what will be available until 
the last minute. "We lean on 
groups interested in welfare." 

Ilie Federal Food Stamp 
program has made a great nu- 
tritional impact on the com- 
munity. "But," added Miss 
Moody, "Some months they 
have the money to buy the 
stamps and some months they 
don't." 

"If they're good budgeteers- 
I think that's the key," added 
Mrs. Michaels. 



How do the Social workers 
keep from becoming emotion- 
ally Involved? "We have so 
many cases," replied Miss 
Moody. "A mother with one 
child devotes all her attention 
to that one. We have too many 
for that." 



Fertilize 

Shrubs 
—Maybe 

Autumn is a good time to fer- 
tilize the shrubs in ywur land- 
scape planting. But, t>efore you 
do, be sure to determine if ttey 
really need such treatment. Or- 
namental woody plants in a fer- 
tile, well-drained site, usually 
will ^t enough nutrients from 
the soil without extra fertilizer. 
They may need additional 
amounts on an infertile, sandy, 
or gravelly soil. 

Fall fertilization has several 
advantages. You can determine 
by the growth of your plants 
during the summer, whether 
they need extra nutrients. 
Shridis which have produced 
good green growth will need 
no fertiUzer this fall. If the 
leaver are yellow, or lifter 
green than iH>rmal, or have 
short thin shoots, they will 
benefit from fertilizer. 

Apply the fertilizer about a 
month after the average first 
frost date in your area. It will 
^be moved down into the soil 
by fill and winter rain. Some 
will be absorbed by the roots 
before winter, and will be in 
the idant to promote vigorous 
growth next spring. 

For shrubs, use about two 
pounds of a 5-10-5 fertilizer 
per one hundred square feet of 
area. This will be about one 
cupful for a medium size bush. 
Use less on small shrubs, and 
more on large specimens. 

Apply the fertilizer over the 
root zone, extending out about 
a foot beyond tbe ends of the 
branches. Scratch it into the 
mulch or grass with a rake 
and water thoroughly. 

Remember, do not fertilize 
shrubs which are already ma- 
king good green growth. This 
would cause excessive vigor, 
which is evident by lush green 
leaves and long shoots. Such 
growth is undesirable because 
the plants are more susceptible 
to injury by cold in winter. 
Also, such shrubs may become 
too large for their location and 
need to be replaced sooner than 
those which grow at a more 
moderate rate. 

You may also need to check 
the acidity of the soil around 
yodr Shrubs. A pH of between" 
six and seven is best for most 
shrubs^

Millions of gardeners every- 
where share the joy of raising 
attractive, healthy plants inside 
their homes or greenhouses. 

The American Association of 
Nurserymen suggests the fall 
as a time to try your hand 
at this indoor sport. When you 
are choosing the plants you'll 
want, plan to complement the 
lines of the room you have sel- 
ected. — — — r——~^^ "^ 

If you need vertical lines 
to Increase the height of the 
room, you may want a Schefflera 
or a Dracaena. Or If you should 
deemphaslze the height, abushy 
variety like the Spider Plant 
or a Begonia, or Croton, or 
even a viney plant like Pelionia 
or one of the types of ivys would 
be a wise choice. For added 
interest include different leaf 
forms and types. 

Since most house plants pre- 
fer high humidity, select a place 
where several plants can be 
grouped together. The plants 
give off water vapop^from the 
soli and leaves, and create a 
more natural environment In 
which they will thrive. From 
time to time It's > a good Idea 
to moisten the air with a fine 
spray of water. 

The proper amount of light Is 
Important to the comfort of your 
plants, and it Is useful to keep 
In mind the conditions of their 
original home. Mbst common 
house plants come from the 
shady, humid forest floors of the 
tropics where the light is diff- 
used through several leafy 
plants above, protecting them 
from the intense heat. Simula- 
ting these conditions in your 
home is difficult but certainly 
not impossible with some small 
effort on your part. 

Remember that your plant 
will prefer semi -shade with 
light nearby in the summer. 
Don't over expose the plant to 
the sun. In fall and winter, 
the slowest growing period, the 
plant can be moved a bit nearer 
the light source. ; ' 

Good drainage for a contain- 
er-bound plant is a must. Again, 
the condition for your house 
plant should be similar to its 
natural environment. Proper 
drainage can be achieved by 
using a porous soil which allows 
water as well as air to reach 
tb» plant. A basic recipe to 



follow for home-mixed soil is 
one-third loam, one-third sand, 
and one-third peat or perllte.' 
Mixed soil can be purchased at 
your garden center. 

The amount of water required 
by plants will vary. In their 
period of most active growth 
they usually need more; in fall 
and winter months they are dor- 
mant and the soil should be kept 
drier. A general rule Is to water 
house plants until the entire 
soil base is wet. Then wait 
until the soil on the top is dry 
before watering again. 

Plant foods or fertilizers are 
suggested by the nurserymen 
for the active growlh period, 
but take care not to over-feed 
the plant. 

The fall and winter months 
are great for gardening indoors. 
The selection of house plants is 
really endless, so pick the ones 
you like, learn what their needs 
are, and enjoy living with them.

Cider 
was made in large quantites 
because European grapes could 
not be grown satisfactorily in 
the eastern U.S., and wild 
grapes produced poor wine.

Dried apples became a part- 
icularly important industry 
during Colonial times.

Dried 
apples could also be exchanged 
at the country store for cloth, 
spices, and other Items needed 
In the home.

Topsoil Saved atBeacfi 
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It Is a human frailty for us 
to be concerned about the pre- 
sent MiMle neglecting preparing 
for the future. 

Sometimes the reasons are 
that most of our time and en- 
ergy are consumed with making 
a living and we also, do not 
learn from our past mistakes. 
In any event, some of the men 
elected to our nation'js highest 
governing t)ody have for the 
past thirty years l)een trying 
to guard our nation's most 
precious asset, our soil. 

One of the most successful 
ways they have accomplished 
this is through the Agricultur- 
al Conservation Program. En- 
acted in the 30's when a lot 
of our nation's topsoil was be- 
ing blown away by the wind or 
washed downstream by the 
rains and floods, it h^ become 
one of the best government- 
farmer cost sharing programs 
ever passed by Congress. 
Throu^ ACP the farm land- 
owner or tenant is assisted 
both financially and profes- 
sionally in carrying out the 
needed soil conservation mea- 
sures on his land that will be- 
nefit him at present while in 
the long run will save the in- 
valuable and irreplaceable top- 
soil for the production of food 
and fiber for generations yet 
unborn. 

The practice used most in 



Virginia B^ch in'^isl years 
has been open drainage ditch- 
ing* Since the Tidewater af ea 
is geographically flat the main 
problem has been to dispose of 
excess water on the lanid after 
heavy rains. When water re- 
mains on the land for long 
periods the soil loses a lot of 
the nutrients through leeching 
and it can take years to re- 
build it to former productivity. 
Also, the vegetative cover is 
destroyed and wind can blow 
the topsoil away before it can 
be reestablished. The federal 
government asks the farmer 
to protect the land and agrees 
to assist him in the cost of 
carrying out the conservation 
practice since it is only fair 
for all citizens to participate 
in protecting that which mi^t 
be needed to feed generations 
to come. 

If the farmer agrees to car- 
ry out the practice he signs 
an application in the Agricul- 
tural Stabilization and Con- 
servation Service (ASCS) office 
and a committee sets aside a 
portion of the city Agricultural 
Conservation Program (ACP) 
allocation for that particular 
farm. The Soil Conservation 
Service technician^ who are 
trained in the technical aspect 
of the ditching practice visit 
the farm and determine the 
needs and discusses them with 



The ^mwT Then the farmer^ 
can- secure the contractor of 
his choice, to do the necessary 
work and upon completion the 
federal government will pay 
its agreed share of the cost. 

Other important conserva- 
tion practices utilized in Vir- 
ginia Beach are winter cover 
crops, such as rye and ii^eat; 
construction of ponds for wild- 
life) permanent vegetative co- 
ver and water impoundment 
reservoirs. The amount of 
federal assistance seldom ex- 
ceeds 50% of the actual cost 
(farmers qualifying under the 
low-income provision received 
about 65%) with the farmer 
contributing the other half and 
in most cases slightly more 
than half. 

With the modern trend cen- 
tered on temporary things it 
is a satisfying thought to rea- 
lize that proper management 
and foresi^t are being utilized 
by a farmer-governm^ part- 
nership to protect our nation's 
natural resources.

The Virginia Beach Little

rent season late this winter in 
a modern new building on 24th 
Street. 

The uniquely designed build- 
ing is the brainchild of May- 
nard Allen and it will bring 
to the resort the most com- 
plete facility of its type in 
Tidewater. 

The building's 35-foot re- 
volving stage is, in fact, be- 
lieved to be the only one of its 
kind in "little theatre" in the 
eastern half of the U. S.

Wedgewood Theatre in Toano 
has revived Noel Coward's out-» 
landish comedy,"BUtheSpirlt," 
and in a fine production, has 
managed to get the most out 
of it. The play itself is a funny 
one, l>ut not necessarily a great 
classic. But by doing it strictly 
in the 1937 style In which It 
was written, Wedgewood has 
made it look like one. 

The story line deals with a 
middle-aged English writer and 
his very sophisticated second 
wife. His first wife died several 
years before the action l)egins 
They invite a serious mediun 
to perform a seance for mat- 
erial he wishes to use in hi£ 
next novel. But the whole thin{ 
goes awry when the mediun 
somehow manages to bring bad 
his first wife as a ghost. 

Only he can see or hear her," 
and at first is thought to have 
flipped his lid. But a series 
of events leads his present wif( 
to seek help from the mediun 
to send wife no. 1 back to the 
spirit world. 

Wife no. 2 correctly suspects 
that no. 1 will do anything tc 
bring her husband into the here- 
after, and almost convinces him 
just before she is killed in an 
accident arranged by no. 1 and 
meant for her husband. 

When two ghostly wives that 
can't seem to be returned to 
the spirit world appear, the 
situation and the fun are even 
more complicated. The outcome 
is hardly predictable. 

Fran Derks is coldly deli^t- 
ful as the second wife. Her carr- 
iage and manner are perfectiy 
sophisticated, and the purse of 
her lips is exactly as is re- 
membered from the '30's. 

Sherri Reid is convincing as 
the first wife who literally 
laughed herself to death. She is 
warm and playful, fretful and 
conniving all at once. 

Ron Reid is perhaps a shade 
too young for the sophisticated 
writer's role, which is notice- 



able only part of the time. He 
is at his best as the befuddled 
husbandwith two wives, whether 
living or dead. 

Roby Brown is pleasing as the 
stuffy Doctor neighlwr, and 
Carolee SUcox is very funny 
as his wife, mostiy because of 
a very clever little Irritating 
giggle. 

Mary Anne Moorman is mis- 
cast as the maid who moves 
mostiy at a run, but gives it 
a good try. She is really too 
sOi^iisticated to play it, how- 



ever.

chute Team. ■ 

The exhibition tearo^para- 
. chutes are all members of the 
Navy's elite corps of fitting 
men of Underwater Demolition 
and SEAL teams. As such, 
many feel quite comfortable 
swimming in the sea, crossing 
large land areas, or even 
plummetting earthward from 
15,000 feet. 

Team members all serve in 
the Naval Special Warfare 
Group of the Atlantic Fleet 
Amphibious Force operating 
from ttie Little Creek Naval 
Amphibious Base in Virginia 
Beach training ground and 
headquarters for all east coast 
UDT and SEAL members. 

SEALS are the Navy's guer- 
rilla and counter-guerrilla ex- 
perts. Their name derives 
from the mediums in which 
they operate— Sea, Air and 
Land. UDT specialists scout 
enemy beaches and clear them 
of tank traps and other ob- 
stacles tn amphibious landings. 

Because their jobs demand 
it, tiie exhibition parachutists 
are experts in free fall and 
"high altitude-low opening" 
maneuvers, commonly known 
as sport parachuting, or sky 
diving. These men look upon 
sky diving as a professional 
tool as well as sport. 

When called upon to enter 
an enemy sector secretly, they 
exit a plane at a high altitude 
and at a safe distance from 
their objective. By maneuver- 
ing their bodies in free fall, 
they delay opening their para- 
chutes until over the infiltra- 
tion point, thus penetrating 
with the least detection. 

Exhibition team members 
are volunteers, and perform 
demonstrations during their 
off-hours. The elaborate and 
expensive equipment is owned 
by iiKiividual team members. 
' Team leader is Cdr. Olson. 
Jumpmaster duties are hand- 
led by Chief Electrician's Mate 
Frank Moncrief, a veteran of 
the original Shooting Stars, 
one-time official Navy para- 
chute team. Team rigger is 
Parachute Rigger First Class 
Charles Maloney, who is cur- 
^rently in charge of 4he Naval 
Special Warfare Group's para- 
chute loft at the Little Creek 
base. 

Exhibition parachuting is 
concerned with formation jump- 
ing, working as a team. For 
this reason, the team members 
wear smoke grenades strapped 
to their ankles so the crowd 
can follow the maneuvers and 
formations. Accuracy is also 
important— chutists must land 
in a relatively small area in 
front of the spectator stand. 

The demonstrations encom- 
pass a variety of parachuting 
maneuvers. Basically, when a 
man jumps from a plane, he 
f&lls in one direction, straight 
down.

With legs and arms spread, 
back arched and legs bent 
slightly at the knees, the para- 
chutist falls against a cushion 
of air resistance. As he plum- 
mets earthward, he can feel 
the air under him harden until 
he reaches about 90 miles per 
hour. 

IDeflly executing a flip or 
simply moving his arms and 
legs, he can place himself in 



what is known as the "delta 
position." In this position- 
diving head-first with arms at 
the sides— the parachutist can 
increase his falling speed to 
200 miles per hour. Team 
jumpmaster Chief Moncrief 
calls the delta position, "pro- 
bably the most exciting posi- 
tion a jumper can assume- 
surely the most thrilling the 
spectator can watch."

SVRPD Approves Proposal 



Members of the Southeastern 
Virginia Regional Planning Dis- 
trict this past week gave app- 
roval to two proposals which 
will benefit Virginia Beach. 

Approval was given for a 
study to determine the feas- 
ibility of utilizing "hamvay 
houses" and for needed im- 
provements to the city's po- 
lice department's special wea- 
pons range. 

Five proposed halfway houses 
for Virginia Beach were includ- 
ed in a study to be made by 
the Old Dominion University, 
at a cost of $10,000. These 
houses would consist of res- 
idential type structures which 
would be used for the housing 
of juvenile law offenders, rather 
than housing them in the City 
Jail, while they are awaiting 
appearance in courts. 

Each of these houses would 
be capable of accomodating be- 
tween eight and 15 juveniles, 
and would each be staffed by a 
professionally trained counsel- 
ing husband and wife team. 



The recommendation to lo- 
cate five such houses in Vir- 
ginia Beach was included in a 
plan to improve law enforcement 
in the region which was re- 
cently released by the SVRPD. 
However, ,there have been no 
recommendations as yet re- 
garding the specific location 
on any of the proposed houses. 

District members also ap- 
proved a request from the Vir- 
ginia Beach police department 
for the allocation of S5,000 to 
make needed improvements to a 
special training classroom at 
the police special weapons 
to be matched in city funds. 
The allocated $5,000 would be 
derived from federal funds 
which were recently approved 
for such projects, but which 
are being distributed by the 
state. The allocation must still 
be approved by members of 
the Virginia State Planning 
Commission. A definite answer 
on the final approval of the 
allocation should be made within 
the next 30 days.

City Attorney Harry Marshall 
says he hopes to be able to 
make a recommendation to City 
Council next Monday on what 
additional steps might be taken 
to help police fight drug traf- 
ficing through Virginia Beach. 

Police Chief Col.W. W. Davis 
Detective Division C. 0. Capt. 
R. C. Davis, andJuvenile Div- 
ision C. 0. Lt. Henry C8«)ps, 
during a requested appearance 
before Council ten days ago, 
indicated they felt the cit>' 
should enact a new and stronger 
city ordinance which would 
broaden the authority for mak- 
ing arrests regarding violations 
of drug laws and strengthen 
their ability to obtain convict- 
ions in court of persons charged 
with violating drug laws. 

It was the opinion of these 
police officials that any new 
such ordinance should be sim- 
ilar to one adopted by Jack- 
sonville, Fla. The two main 
portions of the Jacksonville 
ordinance which are being used 
as a guideline, and which could 
be modified to suit conditions 
in Virginia Beach, not only make 
it unlawful to possess equipment 
which could be employed in^the 
illegal use of drugs, but also 
permit the arrest of anyone 
who attends a gathering where 
drugs are being used. 

These portions of the Jack- 
sonville ordinance read as fol- 
lows: 

"It is unlawful foranypersrai 
to own, or possess, an opium 
pipe, or any other implement, 
device, contrivance, or para- 
phernalia used for unlawfully 
injecting, smoking, swallowing, 
taking or consuming any nar- 
cotic drug, barbiturate, central 
nervous stimulant or haUuc- 
igenic drug. 

"It is unlawful to visit, or 
be in, any room, vehicle, or 
other place where any narcotic 
drug, iMurbiturate, central ner- 
vous system stimulant, or 
hallucigenic drug is being un- 
lawfully Injected, smoked, 
swallowed, ^en or consumed 
with the knowledge that such 
activity is occurring." 

Marshall said he has dis- 
cussed the pew ordinance pro- 
posal with Capt, Davi»andli^. 
C^|>ps to ascertahi what add- 
itional authority is oeeiied to 
cope with drug law violators. 

Marshall said any recomm- 
endation from him would de- 
pend upon bow much authority 
is given to the city to enact 
such an ordinance under pro- 
visions of the Virginia State 
Code. He said, "It is quite 
possible this may entail pos- 
sible amendments to the State 
Code". This would necessitate 
action from the General Assem-

Norfolk trash and Virginia 
Beach water earlier this year 
produced what many considered 
a remarkable pact between the 
two cities. Now the two could 
do even more. 

Norfolk was under fire for 
its garbage disposal. Virginia 
Beach's water contract had ex' 
pired. A contract between the 
two cities brought Norfolk gar- 
bage to the city's landfill pro- 
ject near Independence Blvd., 
affectionately Vrnvm as Mt. 
Trashmore, at a cdst of ex- 
actiy double that of disposing 
of Virginia Beach garbage. 
Norfolk extended the water 
contract at the same old rate, 
that of double that of Norfolk 
customers. 

Negotiation began, which is 
still going on. Both contracts 
expire on Dec. 31. Meanwhile 
Norfolk is for the first time 
talking seriously about area- 
wide cooperation, in offering 
the possibility of a regional 
water system for the four 
Tidewater cities. This has 
been considered by the other 
three for some time. 

Ironically enough Norfolk 
Mayor Roy B. Martin threw 
out the "teaser" about pos- 
sible merger with any other 
city and a free water system 
in the bargain on the same day 
Virginia Beach announced it is 
about to finish the 60-foot Mt 
Trashmore and is ready to 
start another one, witiiorwitii- 
out Norfolk garbage. 

No serious comments on 
merger were immediately 
heard in the resort city. Ear- 
lier proposals have been met 
with opposition and apathy.

Drugs 

A unique program has been 
launched at First Colonial High 
School to fi^t the spread of 
drug traffic in Virginia Beach 
through the public school sys- 
tem. - 

Tlie program is Is^ng ool&>^ 
ducted throu^ a series of lecf 
tures by a ^oup of Fifft^ff^p 
onial students, who refer to 
ttieir organization as "The 
First Colonial High School 
Committee on Drug Abuse", and 
consist of a series of talks 
to other students of the school 
on the dangers connected with 
Illegal use of drugs and/or 
narcotics. 

School Principal E. Carlton 
Bowyer said the group appeared 
by a meeting of school faculty 
meml)ers and representatives 
of various women's clubs and 
civic groups of the city to 
outline the idea, and the pro- 
gram was well received by the 
fitculty for use in the schools. 
Bowyer also said the program 
has been endorsed to the point 
that teachers who wish to do 
so may call upon the group to 
discuss drug abuse during any 
regularly scheduled class. 

The discussion sessions in- 
volves the use of professionally 
prepared films on drug abuse, 
pamphlets, brochures and other 
literature prepared by a number 
of prominent pharmacuetical 
companies and agencies of the 
federal government. 

Bowyer said present plans 
call for the program to uti- 
lize on a larger scale with the 
start of the second semester 
at First Colonial. This will be 
acheived, according to Bowyer, 
by e}g)anding the amount of 
time devoted to outlining the 
dangers of drug abuse in the 
regular high school curriculum 
and including the program as 
a regular segment of instruct- 
ion offered in the school's pby- 
sical education classes. Bowyer 
said the physical education 
classes were chosen "because 
we think this wiU be a good 
group and fit in with what we 
have in mind."

Bond Sale Possible Soon 



A brief note to Virginia Beach 
City Manager Roger Scott from 
the city's financial advisor, 
Lawrence ^^ales of Wheat & Co., 
gave City Council a touch of 
hope Monday. 

The note stated that Wales 
was watching the municipal bond 
market closely and indicated 
that a break might be forth- 
coming soon. 

Virginia Beach has been 
stymied in recent ^months by 
the interest rate on municipal 
bonds. The market has been 
hovering about the 6 1/4 per 
cent mark, making it impossible 
for the city to sell any of 
its already authorized water, 
sewer arid public improvement 
l)onds. The highest interest rate 
allowed by law in Virginia Beach 
is sue per cent. In the past, 
before the market rose so high, 
Virginia Beach was able to sell 
its bonds at an excellent rate 
near the 4.5 per cent mark. 
The leral rate is expected to

be raised by the 1970 Virginia 
General Assembly. 

Wales said later in the week, 
"The market is improving, and 
if it continues to improve, may- 
be something can be done by 
the end of the year." 

He noted that Henrico County 
was able to sell a rather large 
issue of its AA bonds last week 
at just under the legal limit, 
and that the rate had actually 
dipped slightly under six per 
cent on a coiq)le of occasions 
last week.

The pbernatorial campaign officially got 
underway last year when first Henry Howell, 
then Fred Pollard announced their intentions of 
seeking the Democratic nomination. It had been 
a foregone conclusionthat William Battle would 
do the same, but he tried to keep everyone 
in suspense. He was the last Democrat to 
announce formally. 

The Republican campaign began four years 
ago. Linwood Holton, who robbed Mills Godwin 
of a stunning victory in the face of real Demo- 
cratic unity, was seen to be the GOP strongman 
in Virginia, and with the national party trying 
for the only two statehouses for rent this year, 
the southwest Virginia lawyer received the nod 
once more in another foregone conclusion. 

There was much jockeying around in the 
Democratic ranks trying to get balanced tic- 
kets, and trying to get others to run. All efforts 
failed. Three independents, Battle, Sarge 
Reynolds and Andrew Miller finally beat back 
all comers in two of the worst examples of 
fratricide the Democrats have ever seen in 
Virginia, 

Putting the Humpty Dumpty party back to- 
gether was rather simpler than most h«l 
imagined, although there were serious defec- 
tions. But it came at the cost of some prestige 
to Battle, who found it necessary to call 
upon and to need the suRjort of the old-line 
Organization he had said he had no intentioos 
of keying company with. 

Holton's well-oiled campaip had been 
smooth and unfiling. Battle's has been erratic 
at best, but still the Charlottesville attorney 
has managed to overcome an earlier deficit 
and has every indication of winning at this 
time, barring some major suprise. 

Ttere had been talk (O. just that in the wanlne 



days of the campaign, but no one was exactly 
sure of how, when or what. 

There is no doubt that Holton's advertising 
campaign has far surpassed that of the Demo- 
crats. That could help also in the final analysis. 

But the final decision is, as always, up to 
the men and women who will mark their 
ballots next Tuesday. The polls showed a lot 
of folks still undecided. That is doubtful. 
They just ain't talking to pollsters. Most have 
made up their minds long before this and 
coulnd't be pried loose from their convictions, 
right or wrong, with an electric can opener. 

Holton is trying to get his entire ticket 
in office, "Hie probability of that is even less 
than marginal. And with a GOP Governor and 
a Democratic Lt. Governor, Attorney General 
and General Assembly it is difficult to assess 
the future with much accuracy. 

This could be the controlling factor for the 
Democrats, even in the face of the "It's 
time for a change" theme of the GOP. Miller 
and Reynolds may help elect Battle, a rarity 
in politics. 

But whatever the outcome, it will at least 
be over for a little while, and we canaU 
take one deep breath and prepare for next 
year's Senate race, Congressional race and 
City Coimcil election in Virginia B^di. The 
year 1970 is just anottier election year. 

And 1969 will certainly go (town in Virginia 
history as an important year, no matter who 
wins. It brought some of the most confusing 
allegiances aixi endorsements that political 
observers have ever seen. And it brought 
about some political deaths as well as births. 

There is no doubt about it... 1969 will not 
soon be fori^tten by Democrats or Repid>-

One of these days our scientists are going to pull a wild 
rabbit out of their hat. When this happens they are going to 
have more than egg on their face. Some of the things they are 
now working on are not the tame white rabbit type project. 

Take the new "Genius Pill" or "Brain Pill", Some of our 
leading scientists are hard at work on new compounds that 
will alter the ability of the human brain. While they still don't 
know exactly why, they have found that certain compounds 
affect the ability of the brain to learn, retain knowledge and 
function. 

Dr. Alvin Glasky, a biochemist from Illinois, and Dr. Lionel 
Simon, have something they call Ribaminol. This compound 
has been tested on humans and has proved to expand dramatic- 
ally the powers of memory and learning. Since their experi- 
ments started in 1967 the scientists no longer doubt that human 
memory can be altered by chemical means. 

In looking for uncharted oceans of knowledge to sail, other 
scientists have been working on compounds to inhibit memory 
and stop the learning ability of the brain. This is just the reverse 
of the "Brain Pill." By using a compound called Puromycin, 
our whiz kids can make you unable to retain more than limited 
knowledge. Such compounds are being studied at the University 
of Michigan and at New York's Albert Einstein College of 
Medicine. 

When will all this find its way out of the lab and Into the drug 
store? Dr, David Krech, Professor of psychology at the Univer- 
sity of California at Berkeley, says this will hs^en within five 
to ten years. He also warns that suddenly the human race will 
be faced with strangely complex ami serious social problems 
when the "Brain Pill" breakthrough comes. 

One way-out group under Dr. Georges Ungar of Baylor 
University Is working not merely on drugs to stimulate the 
mental mechanisms of the brain, but they are also concentrating 
on techniques to make the old methods of learning unnecessary. 
If they are successful, you'd just take a knowledge pill and tluit 
would give you the desired mental ability. 

If you wanted to be a lawyer, doctor or what have you, you 
just buy the proper pill and presto, you are a genius in the field 
of your choice. Not offly that, you could be a specialist if you 
Hke. 

All this scares the daylights out of me. Tills view Is shared 
by others. Gordon Taylor, in his book, "TTie Biological Time 
Bomb," suggests that an enlarged brain might not carry man 
above some threshold as yet uncrosses. He writes, "When the 
brain became large enough and complex encnigh for speech, 
man diverged from the animals. Men wlUi still better brains 
might have capacities which they cannot ev«i envisage and as 
such would (institute a different species, even a differeitf 
order of l)eings from cwrselves." 

To be blunt, superkids brou^t up on brain pills mig^t become^ 
so intelligent they are no loiter human, as we consider ourselves/ 

AU this brings to mliKl a lot of questions. Dr. Donald MacKay 
of Keele University, England, recently wrote In Science Journal: 
"The possibilities of miss^Ji^cation of the results of brain 
science are already frightening to many pe<vle. Could it be, 
they ask, that here at last we face the ultimate Pandora's box, 
a secret wliose uncovering would t}e the destruction of Iranian 
soci^y? Has brain r^eardi g(»e far oxm^ if mrttoo far, 
already?" 

I go along with Dr, Mackay. If our glorious Iraders can't 
handle our present problems any better tlan tiiey have so fu 
demonstrated, I can't see giving them a brain pill to play wi^

Gains Made in Rehabilitation 



Treating and/rehabilitating 
narcotic addicts successfully 
has been hampered by the fact 
that the addict was often treated 
in a hospital far from his home 
community: 

Usually also, he was not ad- 
equately followed up and helped 
with his problem after release 
from the hospital. 

Means for overcoming these 
and other deficiencies are pro- 
vided in the Narcotic Addict 
Rehabilitation Act of 1966 -- 
known as NARA. , 

e«tj^s ^eirtaWlBhed a inew- 
najtlpnal policy tfeou^h NARA. 
It calls for the ireaiment of 
narcotic addicts rather than 
solely prosecuting them under 
criminal statutes. 

For the first time, Federal 
law provides that narcotic ad- 
dicts niay apply for treatment 
in lieu of prosecution for cer- 
tain crimes and that addicts 
not cliarged with a criminal 
o^nse may also be committed 
to the Public Health Service 
for treatment and rehabilitation. 

NARA thus set in motion a 
new nationwide program for the 
supervised treatment and re- 
habilitation— an aftercare pro- 
gram ofthreeyfears' duration — 
of addicts in the community. 

The National Institutet)f Men- 
tal Health, Division of Narcotic 
Addiction and Drug Abuse is 
responsible for the examina- 
tion and treatment of patients 
committed under provisions of 
NARA. 

How is it working? A look 
at five "case histories" sug- 
gests that tbe program is off 
to a good start. 

Robert J. started using bar- 
biturates in reform school when 
he was 15. At nineteen, he was 



a high school dropout — and 
heroin addict. 

Jose H. is 32. He started 
using heroin at 15 and' has been 
using it intermittently ever 
since. 

John P. has been an addict 
since he was 19. Now 26, he 
found his "habit" costing him 
$35 a day at the peak of his 
addiction; and he stole checks 
to support his addiction. 

Bill M. is 30 yeairs old and 
has a 10-y^r history of drug 
abuse. Once he was sent to jail 
to i'ldck the habit;* '.Jdirel^ 
jailing him didn't work.^ . . 
■ 'Another heroin Saaict, R. R., 
had been stealing $25-30 daily 
for the drug. His family, con- 
sisting of his wife and three 
children, had broken up. 

Before NARA, there would 
have been little hope for the 
rehabilitation of any of these 
five individuals. Typically, they 
would have remained hooked on 
hard narcotics, stolen more and 
more to pay for their drugs, 
been jailed repeatedly. 

Likely, they would have been 
dead within a few years from 
an overdose of drugs, which 
happens frequently among nar- 
cotic victims. 

Morever, the five, it is es- 
timated, would have stolen 
$82,800 in cash or merchan- 
dise to support their habits 
since the time they entered the 
NARA program. 

Now, each of them has been 
free of drugs since at least 
May 1968. Two of them have 
been rid of their habits since 
the fall of 1967. All are either 
gainfully employed or receiv- 
ing trahiing; and one is attend- 
ding college part-time. 

Among the first to receive

treatment under NARA, they 
were given six months of in- 
tensive impatient treatment at 
an NIMH clinical research cen- 
ter.' On discharge, they went 
into intensive rehabilitation 
programs, established in their 
home communities. Local ag- 
encies were contracted with 
by NIMH to provide the ser- 
vices. 

Currently, 58 such programs 
have been set up in 55 U. S. 
cities in 37 states. More are 
being added almost daUy. 
J^NS*^:. jeijrpUetf: Jn B€ tofel i 
plrogram are 268 patients. 

The number is growing and 
by summer of 1970 is expected 
to reach 2,000 patients, acc- 
ording to Dr. Sidney Cohen, 
Director of tiie Divisionof Nar- 
cotic Addiction and Drug Abuse 
of the National Institute of Men'- 
tal Health. 

Admission to NARA is always 
through the Federal courts. 

In some cases, addicts them- 
selves request commitment 
proceedings be started. In oth- 
ers, they elect commitment to 
treatment rather than &ce 
prosecution on Federal crim- 
inal charges. 

So far, the program has had 
a low dropout rate. Dr. Cohen 
attributes this to two factors 
mainly: the personal attention 
and intensive service received 
by the patients and screening 
out of addicts who show little 
hope or desire for successful 
rehabilitation. 

The program already is pay- 
ing dividends in economic sa- 
vings as well as social ways, 
according to Dr. Cohen. He es- 
timates, for example, that "for 
less than $1 million (the cost 
of the aftercare program to 
date), thefts required to support 
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the whole concept of our government. As it is, intelligence is not 
a prerequisite for elected office. Don't laugh, this is a pretty 
good thing. If they were all smart, they might do even more 
harm than they now do. We can live with them now but if they 
were anywhere near as smart as they think they are, I doubt if 
we could put up with them. 

If the brain pills were fed to ttie voters they would wise up to 
a lot of things and ri^t off the bat they would get rid of our 
"flock" in Washington. It is not ttiat this would be so bad. It is 
just the question of who would take their place. 

I don't think the anti-brain pill is a boOier. It rouldn't hurt 
many. To be honest, I don't think all this will bother me too 
much. Between my wife and my bank 1 don't worry about my 
memory. My wife can remember everything I ever said or did 
and my bank reminds meof my poor finances regularly. With that 
kind of be^, who needs a brain pill?

Problems Failed to Materialize 



One fact was strongly app- 
arent to the VIRGINIA BEACH 
SUN this week in the contin- 
uing assessment of what effect 
public liquor by the drink sales 
have had on the resort city— 
that mixed beverage sales did 
not result in the problems 
which had been anticipated in 
some quarters. 

^ lUs was borne out in the 
statement from Gus Higanto 
of Angelina's Italian Restaurant 
in the Princess Anne Plaza 
area that mixed beverages re- 
sulted in "no problems atall." 
Riganto added "We've had fewer 
problems with liquor by the 



drink than we had with lieerana 
wine." 

These sentiments were echo- 
ed by Louie Worfie of the Lon6 
Pine Restaurant in the Pem- 
broke Mall who said, "I think 
people thou^t we were going 
to liave a lot more problems 
than we experienced. It's turn- 
ed o u t you've not had problems.' ' 

Indications are the general 
public for a short period of 
time was confused over the 
system under which mixed bev- 
erage sales are allowed. Worrie 
pointed this out by saying 
"There was some controversy 
at first, but people are getting 



used to it now. For example, 
people didn't understand they 
could have a drink without or- 
dering a meal." 

This thou^t was also ex- 
pressed by Riganto who said 
that his experience showed 
"the public has misunderstood 
the entire idea since they think 
they must come into a r^- 
aurant and eat an entire meal 
before having a mixed drink, 
but this is not true." 

Worrie also listed another 
point of apparent confusion in 
the minds of the general pub- 
lic. He said, "A lot of people 
didn't understand they could 
not sit at our bar (counter') 



the habits of the addicts receiv- 
ing rehabilitation have been re- 
duced by $1.6 million -- a sav- 
ings of $600,000." 

The savings are calculated on 
the basis of findings by the 
President's Commission on 
Law Enforcement and Justice 
which iiMlicate how much the 
average addict must Steal daily 
to stqjport his drug habit. 

Far from all addicts will ever 
be as outetanding beneficiaries 
of the program as R. R., men- 
tioned earlier, but his case i^ 
eneouraging and bope-brli^'i^ 
to others. 

He was a heroin addict for 
nine years before entering 
NARA's program. After inten- 
sive treatment at NIMH's Lex- 
inton center, he went into his 
community aftercare program, 
in Detroit, following four weeks 
of psychological testing and vo- 
cational evaluation there. He 
took part in self-help group 
therapy and was placed for 
employment in an automobile 
production plant 

Since he began his therapy, 
he has paid for renovations 
on his home, purchased an auto- 
mobile, and assumed full fam- 
. lly responsibilities for his wife 
and three children. He also 
became an active member of his 
community's social organi- 
zations, helping groups on youth 
and drug problems. 

As do all NARA patients, 
R. R. will remain in his after- 
care program for 36 months. 
The chance of his completing 
the program and maintaining 
his progress are good, say the 
program authorities.

This point came out in dis- 
cussions with Riganto and Wor- 
rie, and both had simiUar opin- 
ions on the matter, on ttie 
question of what mi^ be done 
to further improve public sale 
of liquor by the drink in Vir- 
ginia Beach. Riganto saM "I 
would like to see the State ABC 
Board 'lighten up' on some of 
the particular restrictions 
being enforced, like not allow- 
ing people to even drink beer 
at a bar. I think", hecontinaed, 
"it is (Q) to the management 
of these establishments to gov- 
ern their own business, rather 
than set up rules to govern 
the entire state." Worrie said, 
"The biggest thing with us would 
be to allow at least the con- 
sumption of beer and mixed 
beverages at a bar. I don't see 
that we would have any more 
problems than we are having 
now." 

Liquor by the drink apparent- 
ly has not, as had been proph- 
esized by sopie, turned resort 
city restaurants into taverns, 
as was evidenced inastatemoit 
made by Worrie, He said, "Con- 
trary to a lot of belief, there 
are very few people who will 
come in and order only a drink, 
85% to 90% of our drinks are 
served witti meals." Riganto 
covered this point by saying, 
"Restaurant food sales have not 
decreased due to liquor by the 
drink sales. They have increas- 
ed because the average person 
who comes into a restaurant 
for a drink wiU more than likely 
have something to eat." He also 
stated, "Our beer and wine sales 
previously were with meals, and 
liquor by the drink has not 
affected these." 

Worrie also pointed out that 
"we have had no trouble at all 
with disturbances or intoxicated 
persons as the result of the 
availability of liquor," and 
added, "Most of our customers 
have two drinks at the most." 
Thus the VIRGINIA BEACH 
SUN'S efforts, during the past 
four weeks, to determine how 
the resort city fared during it's 
first tourist season with the 
availability of public liquor by 
the drink sales arrived at the 
condnslon of It's been a good 
season. 

Gus Rigbito perhaps summed 
up the feelings of most everyone 
connected with mixed beverage 
sales when he said, "I think 
it's possibly opened the eyes of 
a lot of local people that liquor 
by the drink is not the headache 
they anticipated, but rather it's 
just another method of a good, 
enjoyable evening."

This column of questions :\ivl 
answers on Federal tax mat- 
ters is provided by the local 
office of the UJS. Internal Re- 
venue Service and Is published 
as a public service to taxpay- 
ers. The column answers ques- 
tions most frequently asked by ' 
'ta)q;)ayers. 

Question: I've got an op- 
portwvlty to get a better job, 
but It will mean moving to an- 
other city. If my moving ex- 
penses aren't paid by my com- 
pany, can I^educt^them? 

Ans^weiL: If you movelolake 
a job with 4 new employer or 
are transferred by your pre- 
sent employer, moving expen- 
ses are deductible when cer- 
tain conditions are met. These 
conditions are the 20rmile dis- 
tance and 39-week employment 
requirements. 

The first requires that your 
new place of employment be 
at least 20 nUles further away 
from your old home than your 
previous job was. 

If your old job was eight 
miles from your old home, 
your new job would have to be 
at least 28 miles from that 
residence to qualify. 

The second requires that you 
work full time in the new area 
at least 39 weeks during the 
12-month period following your 
move. 

Question: I've been taking a 
tax deduction for the cost of 
clearing out the drainage dit- 
ches on my farm while my 
neighbor has been capitalizing 
his costs for doing the same 
thing. Who's right? 

Answer: Soil and water con- 
servation costs such as these 
may eithef be deducted within 
limits or capitalized depending 
on how you decide to handle 
them the first year. Once this 
decision is made, continue to 
handle these expenses that way 
or obtain the written permis- 
sion of IRS to change. 

Question: When a person 
dies, wtiat happens If there 
has been income tax withheld 
on his salary during the year? 
Answer: An income tax re- 
turn must be filed for the de- 
ceased taxpayer if his gross 
income for the year was $600 
or more ($1,200 if the tax- 
payer was 65 or over). 

The withheld taxes you asked 
about will be applied against 
whatever tax liability may ex- 
ist for ttie decedent. Any ex- 
cess will be refunded.

For those Interested In paint- 
ing by yarn, Maj. Lockle ex- 
plains the technique as being 
relatively simple. 

"First you cut a wooden strip 
into the lengths you want for a 
frame, then you stretch burlap 
over it. The burlap comes in all 
colors and is inexpensive. How, 
ever, (Hie should be careful in 
choosing the color of the burlap 
because it sets the mood for 
the rest of the pictures. 

"The burlap is then stapled 
onto the back of the frame.

You can't make a 
mistake, because if you do, you 
just pull the needle back through 
and start again."

my lunch hour while I jog. It 
keeps my mind oft how much it 
hurts to run."

Pq;)corn is an ancient and 
unique American crop. It is al- 
so a very popular low calorie 
goodie, which can be consumed 
with pleasure by young and old 
alike. 

The exact origin of popcorn 
is unknown, but it developed 
from primitive types of maize, 
probably in Mexico. It was cul- 
tivated in prehistoric times by 
the early Peruvians, the Aztecs 
in Mexico, and by several In- 
dian tribes Ui North America. 
The oldest maize, thus far 
known, was a popcorn discov- 
ered in Bat Cave in New Mexi- 
co which was estimated to date 
back to 2500 BC. 

It is certain that corn was 
popped by the' Indians long be- 
fore the coming of Columbus to 
the new world. The practice 
seems to have been more com- 
mon among the tribes of South 
and Central America, than 
those of North America. An- 
cient Peruvian graves have 
yielded utensils which were 
apparently used for popping 
corn, bi some cases, actual 
specimens of po{^ed grains 
were present. 

The exact reason why pop- 
corn pops is not known. It ap- 
parently is associated with the 
very dense texture of the ker- 
nel, and the tough skin. These 
characteristics confine the 
steam generated by heat until 
it develops to an explosive 
force. Then the kernel bursts 
open ar^ e]9ands to 30 or 40 
times its original size. 

You may think that only pop- 
corn has the unique ability to 
pop. This is not the case. 
Other types of corn wiU ex- 
plode in this manner, but none

Colleetiona 

Collections are meant to be 
seen and admired, not stashed 
vmf la. some corner to gather 
iKlBl^ But tt^ sometimes hard^ 
to find space for effectiye dis- 
play. 

One way to show off those 
favorite trophies, or that china 
or miniature collection is to 
bring back the old - fashioned 
plate rail. 

Itiere's always wall space 
somewhere that could use some 
added interest. A single rail 
can run full length along a 
wall in traditional style, or a 
series can be grouped at ran- 
dom for a modern treatment. 

Half-Inch boards of any west- 
ern wood make a sturdy rail 
that can be painted or stained. 
Two inches will suffice for 
width if it is a plate collection. 
The rail must be lipped, of 
course, to keep plates in place. 



have the expansion capacity of 
pqtcorn. Many flint corn var- 
ieties WiU pop fairly well, aad 
some dent corh types may pop 
feebly. 

The moisture content of pop- 
corn has a very important in- 
fluence on how well it will pop. 
About 14 per cent seems to be 
optimum for best poising in 
oil in an electric popper. A 
slightly higher moisture con- 
tent may be better for popping 
dry in a wire popper. 

The popcorn you buy at the 
store has been processed to 
contain the best moisture con- 
tent, and is then sealed' in a 
plastic bag to retain this fine 
popping condition. When you 
open the package at home, 
store the surplus in a glass 
jar with a tight lid. This will 
retain the correct moisture 
supply and insure continued 
good popping. 



For best resolts, yoiir po|>- 
per fllMwld be qnU» botbttart 
tbe com is poured In. Popooni 
at tte proper moi^ore eootat 
pops best If the baat cauMt 
popfdng to start Id itboat om 
minute, and when ponpiag is 
conq)leted in about ttiree mto- 
utes. 

If your com is so dry Qui tt 
does not pop well, sprlidde 
some water into the ]ar, re* 
place the lid and shake tbor- 
oughly. Keep the jar closed for 
at least a week to allow tbe 
moisture to be absorbed by 
the corn. 

Popcorn is not a good cr(q> 
to grow in the home vegetable 
garden. Pollen from it will 
seriously reduce tbe qualify 
of your sweet corn. Therefore, 
it is best to buy your pq;>- 
corn from a store where a 
product with good pq;)ping qua- 
lity is readily available.

burial Beiiefits Available 



Up to $250 for the burial 
expenses of an eligible de- 
ceased veteran will be paid by 
the Veterans Administration 
without regard to whether Qie 
interment is in a national cem- 
etery or a private burial place. 

E. P. Brosnan, manager of 
the Roanoke VA Regional Of- 
fice, said today the allowance 
is payable in the case of war- 
time veterans, including those 
who have served after Aug. 4, 
1964. 

He added that peacetime as 
well as wartime veterans are 
eligible for tHirial in any na- 
tional cemetery that has avail- 
able space. The only require- 
ment is that their last per- 
iod of active duty must have 
ended with an honorable dis- 
diarge. 

Administered by the Depart- 
ment of the Army, the l)eneflts 
include grave site and actual 
interment in the national cem- 
etery including opening, clos- 
ing, and marking the grave. 

The Army also furnishes a 
headstone or grave marker for 
deceased v^erans buried in 
unmarked private plots. 

Information and assistance 
on filing for these Army-ad- 
ministered benefits wil be fur- 
nished by any V A office. 

Claims for the burial allow- 
ance may be filed with the VA 



within two years after the vet- 
eran's burial or cremation. 
The claim may be filed by 
the undertaker, if he has not 
been paid, or by the party who 
paid the underbiker, Brosnan 
explained.
